Since Gloria was predicted to 
be the storm of the century, most 
Beach residents sighed with relief 
on Friday as they found Gloria 
left only minor damage in her 
path. 

The major inconvenience was 
that about 20,000 households and 
businesses were without electrical 
power. Virginia Power crews 
could be seen throughout the 
weekend trying to restore power 
to its customers. 

There were no reports of 
serious injury or death as a result 
of the hurricane. Property 
damage was minimal as well, 
with fallen trees causing the brunt 
of that. 

R. Lee Eskey, coordinator of 
emergency services for the city 
said that the Beach was lucky 
because the eye of the storm

passed far enough away to reduce 
the damage. The eye was about 
50 miles off the coast. Steady 
winds reached 65 mph and gusted 
to about hurricane 'strength of 74 
mph. 

City employees manned 
phones throughout the night on 
Thursday as people called in to 
find out if they should evacuate 
or not. Diane Roche of the city's 
information office said workers 
got calls from about 7 a.m. on 
Thursday through 4 a.m. on 
Friday. Residents could keep 
abreast of the latest hurricane in- 
formation on Cable Channel 29 
and the local radio broadcasts. 

"In general terms, people were 
well prepared," Roche said. 
Because the residents had been 
given up-to-date information 
throughout the day, they were 
able to plan and act early and

Writing a prize winning play 
came as a bit of a surprise to 
Deborah Pryor, a 29-year-old 
Virginia Beach playwright.

Pryor for her career as a 
playwright. Like most writers, 
she began writing short stories 
and other fiction works before 
trying her hand at play writing. A 
professor at William and Mary, 
Dr. Louis Catron, was in- 
strumental in recognizing her 
talent and giving her the con- 
fidence to pursue play writing. 
He allowed his students to 
produce some of the plays they 
had written, thus giving them the 
experience of seeing their work

"I didn't realize until I wen! 
away how rare it was to have an 
undergraduate play put in 
production," Pryor said. 

When she works, Pryor writes 
several different pieces at the 
same time.

They bought water and 
gasoline by the gallons. Grocery 
stores ran low on masking tape. 

Some Beach residents took 
the threat of Gloria very 
seriously. Others took her with 
a grain of sand. But whether or 
not residents believed Gloria 
was going to be the storm of the 
century, most took some 
precautions to weather the 
storm. 

By Thursday afternoon, the 
skies around Hampton Roads 
had begun to look ominous and 
the wind was picking up. 
Residents began to line up at 
gas stations to fill their tanks 
and supermarkets felt a heavy 
demand for non-parishable 
foods and batteries. 

At the Virginia Beach 
Maritime Historical Museum 
on 24th Street, workers 
prepared for Gloria by for- 
tifying the building, but mostly 
by moving the priceless or 
irreplaceable items to the 
second floor. Because of the 
predictions that Gloria could 
hit the BeadJ hard, they expected 
the museum to suffer sizeable 
damage being next to the ocean. 

Atsuko Biernot of the 



museum's public information 
staff said they worked most of 
the day Thursday to pack up 
anything loose or of value and 
take it upstairs from the lower 
gallery. 

"We took anything that 
could be damaged by water up 
to the second floor," said Bier- 
not. "Paper products in the at- 
tic were also taken to the second 
floor." 

On Friday afternoon, Biernot 
was bringing the boxes back 
downstairs to set up the 
museum displays again. Gloria 
had not taken her wrath out on 
Virginia Beach or the museum. 

"Inside here everything was 
safe and secure," she said. 
"Evidently, the water that was 
out on the porch area hadn't 
come in." 

Biernot said she thought the 
area was very fortunate that the 
eye of the storm had passed so 
far out at sea. 

"I wasn't sure if I'd have a 
job to come back to on 
Friday," she said. 

Merchants along Atlantic 
Avenue fortified their shops by 
taping up the windows and 
doors at the storefronts. The

But most of all, Virginia Beach residents can be 
proud of themselves for the orderly and neighborly 
way they conducted themselves. In many cases, 
they reached out to help someone who was having a 
tough time of it. On Friday, neighbor helped neigh- 
bor in the clean up effort and we all breathed a 
collective sigh of relief that we were still around to 
help. 

A good example of this Good Samaritan attitude 
happend to me. My neighbor from two doors down 
stopped by at about 7 p.m. on Thursday night to let 
my roommate and I know that if we needed any- 
thing, he and his family would be glad to help. I'd 
never been through a hurricane before and just his 
polite offer eased my mind a little. So thank you, 
all of you good neighbors out there. You make 
Virginia Beach a great place to live.— C.L.

One of the worst things that the Department of 
Defense could do would be to turn the care of 
military dependents over to civilian medicine. 

With the husband, or father, sworn to defend 
the nation against its shooting and bombing 
enemies, and with his own life on the line, it is a 
vital part of his morale to know that his service 
(Army, Navy, Air Force) stands ready on the 
home front to care for the illnesses of his depen- 
dents. 

His military department will provide the 
sickness-care themselves, if space is available, or 
will employ available civilian medical service, but 
service will be provided. 

Furthermore, he knows that this will be so at 
whatever new location his latest duty assignment 
takes him. 



All the military man needs to ruin his morale is 
to have his family either: 

(1) unable to find a local civilian doctor who is 
available and who can handle his family's 
illnesses, or 

(2) becomes involved with civilian problems of 
malpractice, legal action, medical flnances, or in- 
surance. 

The health of his family is a matter or prime 
importance in the service man's mind. And if we 
want a strong military defense through dedicated 
service men, we must keep the medical care of his 
dependents in the hands of his military medical 
department. 

This becomes more important as cold wars heat 
up to become hot wars.

But then, says Grizzard, Nelson 
grew his hair and began wearing 
an earring: "It took me a week or 
so to figure out how I felt about 
such a thing."

In 
another essay, Grizzard writes an 
ode to the perfect french fry. This 
leads him to a review of fast food 
potatoes, followed by a 
humorous discussion of 
restaurants in general. To him, 
bean sprouts look like 



"something that washed up on 
the beach." In his "Guide for 
Eaters," he advises never eating 
"anything that resembles a house 
plant, like asparagus, broccoli, or 
Brussels sprouts," and cautions 
against eating barbecue in a 
restaurant that sells Doyer Sole.

Country is an entirely different 
type of work. Bly's thoughtful 
essays were originally published 
in Preview and Minnesota Mon- 
thly. She writes of many twen- 
tieth century issues as they con- 
con rural Minnesotans. Rural 
loneliness is a direct result of 
knowing everyone and needing to 
be "nice" to keep the peace. She 
suggests that Minnesotans stop 
lying about their feelings ("If you 
can't say something nice...") and 
engage in dialogue-which seems 
good advice for some of us 
chronically nice and sometimes 
lonely cityfolk, too. She also 
suggests, "Enemy Evenings," 
when people with differing 
opinions can present their ideas 



in an open atmosphere. The 
topics she suggests range from 
fall versus spring plowing to the 
U.S. Defense Budget. Carol Bly's 
idealism gleams in her brief 
essays in which she presents a 
problem and then suggests a 
practical solution that 
sometimes requires nothing more 
than upheaval of traditional rural 
behavior! Although BIy chooses 
a problem-solution approach, she 
presents the reader with a 
fascinating and intimate look at 
the joys and troubles of life in 
Minnesota. 

Earthly Pleasures: Tales from 
a Biologists 's Garden, is a collec- 
tion of Roger Swain's essays for 
Horticulture.. His essay on the 
pleasures of parsnips was so con- 
vincing that I introduced myself 
to his vegetable; we did not 
agree. 

Earthly Pleasures isn't a gar- 
dening book. Swain rarely men- 
tions the nitty-gritty of successful 
gardening; instead, he takes sub- 
jects as mundane as sauerkraut 
and fertilizer and reveals their 
beauty and complexity. 
Sauerkraut, or pickled cabbage, 
can be traced from the third cen- 
tury B.C., when Chinese laborers 
building the Great Wall were fed 
this dish.

The AT&T 
blues 



The problem with me is I take 
directions too well. When 
AT&T says "reach out and 
touch someone," I do it. And 
that gets me in a lot of trouble 
at phone bill time. 

Sitting down to figure out the 
phone bill is a traumatic ex- 
perience for me. First of all, it's 
very, very confusing. 

Our phone bill always seems 
to run about seven or eight 
pages. And with two room- 
mates, I have to do a lot of 
figuring to make sure everyone 
pays what she's supposed to. It 
would be easy if I just had to 
pay the one lump sum, but with 
all the different charges in- 
volved like the Une rate and 
itemized calling, you need to be 
a mathematician to figure it 
out. And believe me, I'm no 
mathematician. 

In all the years I've been 
trying to figure out phone bills, 
I've never once made it come 
out right the first time. I always 
have to do it again and then if it 
still doesn't work out, I shuffle 
a few cents here and a few cents 
there to make it come out right. 
One thing I can always count 
on, however, is that my bill will 
be much more than my room- 
mates. I think I was born with a 
phone in my hand. 

No actually. I know why I'm 
so fascinated with phones. When 
I was very little, I had a won- 
derful toy called a "Busy Box" 
on the back of the closet door. I 
don't know if they still make 
them, but if they do, you 
should get one for your kid. I 
was mesmerized by it. It had a 
little phone dial and a mirror 
and a little sliding door that 
didn't do much of anything, 
but I liked it because it let me 
use my imagination. And I used 
to make all sorts of calls on the 
phone dial, thus spawning my 
fascination for telephones. 

Each month, I tell myself it's 
going to be different. I think I 
haven't made that many calls, 
but when the bill gets here, it 
refreshes my memory. It tells 
me that I called my parents 
during prime time and spent 20 
minutes telling them "what my 
cat did today." Or how my 
sister and I stayed on the phone 
for one hour and 20 minutes, 
talking abut the "crazy dream I 
had last night." Or that I called 
my brother to tell him that I 
found a store that sells Mr. Ed 
T-shirts. 

These may seem like trivial 
items to you, but at the time I 
make these ludicrous phone 
calls, they seem like very impor- 
tant items that just can't wait 
until after 1 1 p.m. or on 
weekends. 

But I know there is hope. I 
have been making improvemen- 
ts every year. During my fresh- 
man year in college, my room- 
mate and I decided we had to 
have the phone taken out of 
our room, because we used it 
too often. My boyfriend was at 
the University of E>elaware and 
I was at ODU, so the telephone 
was our main link to each 
other. 

So we got rid of the phone in 
our room and forced ourselves 
to use the hall phone. We 
thought that being out in the 
hall where everyone could hear 
the conversation might curb our 
use. Well, it worked for awhile. 

Then, the happy couple (my 
boyfriend and I) started having 
problems. I remember spending 
about an hour and a half on the 
hall phone just screaming at 
each other. All we did for 
almost the entire time was 
argue. It's too expensive to 
argue with someone on the 
phone. I've learned that now. I 
remember one of the girls on 
my hall kept coming around the 
corner to see when I'd be done, 
and I kept shrugging my 
shoulders and saying, "As soon 
as he's finished yelling at me." 

So I don't argue on the phone 
anymore, at least not long 
distance.

thing, you make contacts that 
way through the people you 
meet. I can't always know the 
'^ business things, like contracts. 
The agent can draw up a con- 
tract." 

Pryor lives with her parents in 
a peaceful part of the Thorough- 
good section of Virginia Beach. 
In her house, the attic has been 
made into a study where she does 
most of her writing. She gets 
ideas for plays through the 
characters first. Characters 
present themselves to her, usually 
in the form of dialogue that she 
hears them saying. Then she 
knows the character is well- 
developed enough for a play to be 
written. 

"I hear a particular character 
saying something," Pryor said. 
"The things they say and do 
suggest a play to me. 

"In 'Wetter Than Water,' for 
example, I heard the couple 
having an argument when I was 
driving home from Iowa." 

Pryor says she has written 
about five full-lenth plays and a 
number of one acts, but she 
hasn't jeally found a recurring 
theme in her work. Nor does she 
set out to "change the world" or 
make a grand, universal 
statement in her plays. She said 
she thinks that is one of the great 
paradoxes of writing. 

"When you start off with lofty 
goals, it usually ends up too 
mechanical," she said. 
"Paradoxically, if you try to 
stick them (universal truths) in, it 
doesn't work. It's better not to be 
self conscious of that. You don't 
have to worry about the universal 
theme, it will be there." 

Pryor says her plays charac- 
teristically have a lot of violence 
and often have someone being 
menaced by another person or 
thing. She says she's not exactly 
sure if she's found her "voice" 
yet. But it's coming. 



"When you first start out, 
you're kind of awkward," she 
said. "You try to immitate 
people. I think I have found my 
voice. I know when a character is 
my kind of character. ' ' 

On the road to finding that 
voice, Pryor says one must gain 
enough confidence to let 
whatever wants to come out, 
come out. 

"You have to gain enough 
confidence and skill to let your 
feelings and personality come 
out."

That, to her, is the frightening 
part about being a writer. 

"When you're really doing it, 
listening and seeing, you're not in 
conscious control," Pryor said. 
"The scary thing is following 
the character. You have to put 
yourself at the mercy of your 
subconscious. You don't know 
where you're going to end up. 

"You have to trust that deep 
part of your brain, that it knows 
what it's doing." 

Sometimes, a playwright has 
little control over what happens 
to his/her play after it ends up in 
the director's hands. The director 
is the ultimate boss. But so far, 
Pryor has had input in making 
the characters and the play say 
what she intended. 

"I've been real lucky," she 
said. "They've asked my opinion 
on things. Sometimes they ask 
how I visualize a certain charac- 
ter, it helps in casting the part. 



It's really a personality thing 
between you and the director. 
Sometimes they won't listen and 
you have to decide how impor- 



tant it is for you to get your way 
on the issue." 

Pryor did some acting while in 
college, and she believes it helps a 
playwright to have some ex- 
perience as an actor. 

"I've learned technical things. 
I learned what scenes can work 
from an actor's standpoint. Some 
scenes are like treading water. 
The actor needs to go someplace 
in a scene." 

Since her background is in 
English literature, many of the 
people she admires are poets and 
novelists, rather than play- 
wrights. There are few women 
playwrights; "it's kind of fun 
because you don't have anything 
to match." 

But she really doesn't haVe 
feminist attitudes about her 
writing. 

"Just tell your story, say what 
you have to say. It shouldn't mat- 
ter whether you're a man or a 
woman," she said. 

Pryor is an avid movie buff, 
who admires real character ac- 
tors. Dustin Hoffman is, in her 
opinion, one of America's few 
true character actors. She is a fan 
of old Universal horror films and 
has a play in the works about 9 
character actor from that era. 
She thinks there are differences in 
writing for the stage and writing 
for the screen. 

"You learn what emotions will 
happen to a live audience," she 
said. "You've got to really grab 
people fast in the theater. A play 
hits someplace real deep, real 
fast."

being sandbagged by workers to 
protect it from the waves that 
were predicted to be 8-12 feet 
above normal. 

Residents in low lying areas 
were told to evacuate beginning 
in the afternoon on Thursday. 
The city had 23 shelters opened 
and served 6,438 evacuees. 

Diane Roche with the city's 
public information office said 
that there were no real 
problems with the shelters or 
the way people used them. 

"We were real happy with 
the manner in which the people 
came into the shelters. It was 
very orderly." 

The only slight inconvenience 



was that many people forgot to 
bring their own blankets and 
the centers ran out. 

On Friday, with the sun 
beginning to peak through the 
clouds, evacuees were leaving 
the centers between 9 and 11 
a.m. 

A stroll through many Beach 
neighborhoods on Friday 
showed the various ways that 
people chose to prepare or not 
prepare for Gloria. In some 
cases, the preparations didn't 
keep the storm from raising 
some havoc. Most people taped 
up the large windows in their 
houses to brace them for the 
winds that were expected to be 



around 80 to 100 mph. 

Some residents had boarded 
up windows and tied down lawn 
furniture. There were also a few 
houses with no visible signs of 
preparation. 

The Beach was not without 
its share of hurricane parties, 
where friends gathered together 
to eat, drink and wait for 
Gloria to strike. 

When clear skies came on 
Friday ^nd most residents were 
out assessing damages, one 
message was clear. Most people 
thought Gloria was going to hit 
the Beach much worse and all 
were glad to find out they were 
wrong.

Conservation practices can save wildlife 



Go wild. ..with soil and water 
conservation practices for the 
benefit of wildlife. A single prac- 
tice often helps, but the best ap- 
proach is a conservation system 
that meets your land use, conser- 
ves soil and water, and meets the 
needs of wildlife. 

Many practices that provide 
special needs of wildlife are 
discussed in a new publication, 
"Going Wild With Soil and 
Water Conservation," Program 
Aid Number 1363, prepared by 
the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture Soil Conservation 
Service. 

The publication can help phui a 
conservation system and deter- 
mine the quality of wildlife 
k habiut on the farm. SCS conser- 
vationists offer management 
assistance to save soil and water 
and to increase or improve the 
habitat for desired wildlife 
species. 

"Going Wild" recommends 
several plants that benefit wildUfe 
in many ar^. 

Wildlife can benefit from 
many conservation practices, 
especially erosion control prac- 



iicc:> U!>eu uii ci upland. Practices 
include conservation tillage, 
cover and green manure crops, 
field windbreaks, and field bor- 
ders. Also, you can manage for 
wildlife areas that are difficult to 
farm. 

Farming methods affect the 
wildlife habitat in many ways. 
Growing the same crop year after 
year reduces the diversity of plant 
cover and the variety of wildlife. 
Fall plowing buries grain and 
other residues that can provide 
food or cover for wildlife. Over- 
grazing results in less food and 
cover for wildlife, which must 
compete with domestic livntock 
for food and cover that remain. 

Conservation tillage leaves 
crop residue on the surface and 
lowQ^ the chances of destrying 
nests in the fidd. Hie re^hie may 
provide food for birds, deer, and 
other small mammals as well as 
provide some cover. Of all 
methods of conservation tiUa^, 
no-till is most effective in 
r^udng erosion and providing 
wildlife food and cover. All crop 
residue is left on the surface to 
support a gr«iter numbo' and 



diversity of nesting birds than 
clean-tilled fields. 

Cover crops, small grain and 
field windbreaks provide cover 
and attract such wildlife for food 
as deer, quail and songbirds. A 
pond can provide food, water 
and cover for waterfowl and 
other wildlife. 

Through pastureland 
management, the quantity and 
quality of vegetation can be im- 
proved through practices such as 
proper grazing, deferred grazing, 
and brush management. With 
good pasture, both livestock and 
wildlife can flourish. 

On pasture, when you select 
plants of more than one species. 



you can increase the length of the 
grazing season, improve forage 
quality and provide more food 
and cover for ground-nesting 
birds as well as improve forage 
for livestock. 

When considering woodland 
improvement for wildlife, plant 
tall fescue to provide forage for 
deer and a source of seed for 
wildlife. Fescues and clovers are 
desirable firebreaks because they 
stay green all year.

Small business often taken for granted 




We take a lot of things for 
granted-running water, elec- 
tricity, the corner drug store~the 
list is long. We seldom stop to 
realize however, how much we 
need or rely on those things we 
take for granted until we have to 
do without them. 

One of the difficulties in 
creating public awareness of how 
important small business is in 
sustaining local and national 
economic strength is, in large 
part, due to the fact that because 
small businesses consistently and 
reliabily meet our daily needs, we 
tend to take them for granted and 
we lose sight of their importance. 

Most of us work for a small 
business. We buy our houses, 
cars, clothes and household ap- 
pliances from small businesses. 
When we need the toaster, TV or 
the children's bikes repaired, we 
call on our neighborhood small 
business. We get our clothes 
cleaned and our hair styled at our 
favorite local shop. The watch 
for our son or daughter's 
graduation is available at the 
local jeweler's and our audio, 
video and computer needs are 



conveniently available "from a 
store near you" as a favorite ad- 
vertising phrase goes. 

But what if we had to call or go 
to Detroit to buy a car? What if 
we had to go to the plant of one 
of the major pharmaceutical 
manufacturers to buy aspirin or 
the prescription the doctor or- 
dered for our sick child? What if 
we had to go to Georgia, 
Washington or Oregon to look at 
and buy the lumber we need for 
our home repair jobs? 

Possibly only if these 
exaggerated examples became 
realities would we. jiindersun^ 
the true value of small business. 
And this in no way demeans or 
denigrates the value and impor- 
tance of big business without 
which our economy could not 
survive. But through TV com- 
mercials and other media atten- 
tion which centers on the ebb and 
flow of activity in these 
businesses, many of the "Fortune 
500" names are well known to us 
and occupy our attention when 
we think about America's 
business community. 

Local small businesses do not 



enjoy the same media attention 
and consequently do not rate 
high in the public consciousness, 
but their importance is just as 
vital to our economic well being. 

The National Small Business 
Association (NSB) has compiled 
a basis of comparison which we 
believe gives scope and dimension 
to small business' value and im- 
portance. 

Last year, small businesses 
provided a livelihood for over 
half our population and jobs for 
45 percent of the nation's total, 
non-farm workforce. That meant 
•Ajobs for over 45 million 
Americans. 

Stated another way, jobs 
provided by small business were: 

• 10 times greater than all the 
jobs in the federal government; 

•3 times greater than all the 
jobs in state and local gover- 
nments; 

•3 times greater than the total 
number of jobs of the "Fortune 
500;" and 

•37 times greater than the total 
number of jobs of the Big Three 
automobile manufacturers! 

Last year small businesses also 



produced 39 percent of our Gross 
National Product. This tran- 
slated to one trillion four hun- 
dred billion dollars. Put in per- 
spective, that was: 

•6 times greater than the cost 
of national defense; 

•5 times more than total health 
care costs, including social 
security, medicare and medicaid; 

• 13 times greater than interest 
on the debt; 

•13 times greater than income 
security costs, that is, retirement 
and disability payments and 
assistance to the aged and 
disabled; 

•52 times greater than the cost 
of all of our education programs; 

•1 '/2 times greater than total 
expenditures of the 1984 federal 
budget.

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Beach pigeon breeder 
shows at State Fair

Most people probably thini< of 
pigeons as dirty, gray-colored 
birds found in large cities, but 
there's a lot more to them than 
that. 

Just ask Jerry Ryan of Virginia 
Beach. Ryan is a pigeon breeder 
who was in Richmond for the 
State Fair of Virginia. 

"Pigeons are actually ex- 
tremely clean animals and there 
are many different breeds," said 
Ryan. 

He should know. Ryan has had 
a love for animals since he was a 
child in West Virginia. This 
initial love led him to raise 
pigeons as a hobby and he's been 
breeding them for competition 
for 10 years. 

Ryan, 50, and his wife, breed 
about 100 pigeons. "We usually 
start with 60 birds and end up 
with 100. We may have more 
than that, but some get sick and 
we also sell some," he said. 

Ryan specializes in two par- 
ticular breeds, startail tumblers 
and racing homers. The startails 
are named for their starlike 
plumage as well as their ability to 
literaly tumble in mid-air, while 
the homers have an uncanny 
knack for returning to their hohie 
base. 

Mrs. Ryan's specialty is 
breeding fantails and saxon 
monks, noted for their white 
heads which resemble a monk's 
shaved head. 

The judges look for many dif- 
ferent characteristics, such as 
health of the pigeons and whether 
they show good form. Good 
form consists of straight head and 
back, chest stuck out and tail 
feathers round and spread out. 

Ryan mentioned two styles of 
judging: American and 
European. The American style 
consists of directly judging the 
birds against each other, while 
the European style has each bird 
rated separately, with the results 
computed and the winner named 



later. 

Ryan is currently the Show 
Superintendent for the Virginia 
Pigeon and Dove Association. He 
has been a past president of that 
organization. 

Even though pigeon breeding 
involves a lot of work, Ryan's 
primary career is as a com- 
munications specialist with the 
Defense Department. "I came to 
this position after 22 years of 
hard knocks in the Navy. It got 
me out of West Virginia." 

Ryan obviously takes tremen- 
dous pride in his pigeons. "I do it 
mostly for the public," he said. 
"I really love the birds and I en- 
joy promoting them and 
educating the public about the 
many different varieties." 

According to Ryan, there are 
about 500 breeds of pigeons in 
the United States with about 
60,000 breeders. Selective 
breeding seems to be the key. 

"Breeders toy around with dif- 
ferent ideas, different breeding 
mixes," said Ryan. "This has led 
to all the different breeds." Some 
of the other breeds on display at 
the fair are the giant runt, the 
parlor tumbler and the jacobin. 

Feeding and care are certainly 
two important factors in pigeon 
breeding, although it's really 
rather simple, according to Ryan. 

"Adequate space and lots of 
water and sunlight are the keys. 
Pigeons need to have at least four 
square feet in their cage. They 
also drink a lot of water." 

The container for their water 
must be deep enough that they 
can totally submerge their "beak. 
Pigeons also need vitamin D, 
which they get from the sun. 

"Other than that, the water 
only needs to be changed daily 
and the nest cleaned once a 
week." 

Ryan explained that pigeons 
are very intelligent and have ex- 
cellent eyesight. 

"They're great to work with, 
incredibly easy to train and just a 
lot of fun to breed."

"Everything depends on 
picking good people," said 
Whitehurst. "And we've been 
lucky in Virginia Beach to have 
those quality people like Joe 
Canada and Buster O'Brien." 

Whitehurst said he believes 
Purkey is a quality candidate 
because he wants to serve the 
people. 

"He wants to go to Richmond 



to serve the entire Common- 
wealth," Whitehurst said. "Bob, 
I have every confidence that 
you're going to win, first because 
you're hungry to win." 

Purkey then took the podium 
to thank his supporters and to 
talk about his issues: "water. 
roads, education, judges and 
jobs." 

Purkey first tackled the Lake 
Gaston issue. He said it is a 
viable, feasible issue, if the 
Republican congressmen from 
North Carolina and Virginia can 
get together to work on it. 

"We need to get on with the 
Lake Gaston project," he said. 

Purkey said that the problem 
of roads in the state has not been 
properly addressed and needs to 
be. 

"As far as roads, we haven't 
been told the facts," Purkey said.

Beach SAT scores 
rose twelve points 



The average Scholastic Ap- 
titude Test (SAT) score for more 
than 1,800 Virginia Beach high 
school seniors this year rose 12 
points above scores of a year ago. 
The combined verbal and math 
test score for 1984-1985 is 919. 

The Virginia Beach average is 
11 points over the Virginia 
average, 13 points above the 
national averi^e and 45 points 
higher than the average for the 
southern reagion. 

Nationally, the combined score 
on the highly-recognized aptitude 
test administered by the College 
Board each year to high school 
seniors rose by nine points to 906. 
Nearly one million students 
throughout the United States 
took the most recent test. In 
Virginia, the average score in- 
creased by 14 points to 908. The 
combined score for the southern 
region of the country rose by nine 
points to 874.

Public Schools for instructional 
planning and development ser- 
vices, said he was very pleased 
with the 1984-1985 increase, par- 
ticularly since the jump was 
double that of the increase bet-

"I feel , that these scores 
represent a very significant effort 
by oiu- students, and we are very 
proud of them," said Carroll.

Twenty F-14 Tomcat pilots 
got to return home to their 
families a day ahead of their 
ship, the aircraft carrier USS 
Nimitz on Thursday. The pilots 
were members of squadrons 
VF-41 and VF-84. 

The USS Nimitz returned to 
Tidewater at about 10 a.m. on 
Friday. 

At the fly-in on Thursday, 
teary-eyed wives, girlfriends 
and family members waved 
flags and waited for their men 
to walk the last few hundred 
feet from their planes to the 
hangar to greet them. 

"This is the first time some 
of these wives have seen their 
husbands in seven months," 
said Lt. Dana S. Dervay. 

The USS Nimitz left Norfolk 
in March with 260 officers and 
and made a 210 day deployment 
in the Caribbean/Mediterran- 
ean. 

The squadrons particpated in 
numerous exercises with allied 
and friendly nations in the area. 

Following the hijacking of 
the TWA airliner, they were in 
the Eastern Mediterranean for 
56 days. The Nimitz made port 
visits to Toulon, France; Haifa, 
Israel; Alexandria, Egypt; 
Naples, Italy; and Palma, 
Mallorca. 

The squadrons completed the 
mission without a single ac- 
cident or serious injury.

They dive into the cold water at 
the Little Creek Amphibious 
Base pool. They surface, com- 
plain about the water tem- 
perature, but begin to swim the 
being renovated, they had to 
ted them to practice. 

They are 30 swimmers in the 
Old Dominion Aquatic Club's 
13-18 age group, under the in- 
struction of Bill Peak. Since the 
Old Dominion University pool is 
bdi^ renovated, they had to move 
theif practices outdoors at the 
base. 

"That water's pretty cold," 
said Bill Peak. "The air tem- 
perature iai't that bad, but the 
water's chilly." 

But this is the swimmer's Ufe. 
Up at 4:30 a.m., eating dinner at 
9 p.m. after a hard afternoon 
practice and using the spare time 
to do homework or sleep. It is a 
life of sacrifice. 

"It's such a demanding sport 
and an individual sport," Peak 
said. "By the time they reach this 



level, they've gradually made the 
committment. It's something 
they want." 

Peak said the key mental 
preparation for a swimmer is a 
strong sense of self-motivation. 
They have to want to do it for 
themselves. 

"They can't be doing it for 
mom and dad, God or country,' 
he said. "It's got to be for them- 
selves. If you're willing to make 
the committment that this takes, 
it better be for your." 

They arc at the beginning of 
their training season now. Prac- 
ticing once a day after school, 
they spend two hours in the 
water, and when they're at ODU, 
a half hour Ufting weights. Soon, 
the "two-a-day" practices will 
start. The swimmers will dive into 
the water at 4:45 to 6:15 a.m., 
before they start their school 
days. 

The Old Dominion Aquatic 
Club has members at all ages and 
levels, but this intense workout 
schedule is for the advanced 
swimmers. Peak likes to stress 



that he doesn't work his eight- 
year-olds this hard. 

"Whenever an article like this 
comes out, it never fails. Some 
mother will call me and say 
you're not going to make my 
second grader get up at 4 a.m., 
are you? The training is very 
gradual. The little ones only 
spend about three hours a week 
in the water," Peak said. 

Eight of his swimmers have 
been to national level com- 
petition. And about 90 percent of 
them have seen eastern zone level 
competition. Peak has coached 
world record holders and Olym- 
pians in his 17 years as a swim 
coach. There are more lucrative 
coaching jobs, but few that he 
would find as rewarding. 

"Coaching itself is a big ego 
trip," he said. "And any coach 
that tells you it's not is kidding 
you. But it means a lot when a 
kid that you coached comes back 
to see you a few years later and he 
or she is successful. Most of them 
say that what swimming taught

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The year 2010 
parking lot 

City Council got the disquieting news last Mon- 
day that the city's existing" road plan would have 
the city end up a parking lot by the year 2010. 

And even more disheartening was that it would 
require a substantial amount of money, about $953 
million to be exact, to change the way things are 
going. 

The news came from a consulting team, Harland 
Bartholomew and Associates, which has been 
studying the city's traffic problems. They came up 
with three plans for council to try on for size. The 
first plan is the citizens' alternative, which they put 
together from input received from citizens at public 
hearings. This plan would cost about $834 million. 

Another plan would follow the city's existing 
plan and the citizens alternative with some minor 
exceptions. This would cost about $682 million. 

And the final proposal, which would add about 
300 miles of new road, would cost the city over 
$953 million. 

It's a pretty bleak picture. The traffic volume in 
Virginia Beach is going to double, the population 
will double and the cost to finance the roads is 
almost a billion dollars. 

Robert Longfield of the consultihg firm said the 
roads can be financed if every man, woman and 
child living in Virginia Beach by the year 2010 were 
to pay $200 a piece. 

Just a couple little problems with that solution. 
We don't know who's doing to be living in Virginia 
Beach in 2010. And I don't know too many 
children that can write the city a check for $200. 
— C.L. 

Trible advocates 
fasting day 

United States Senator Paul Trible has co- 
sponsored a resolution designating the Sunday 
before Thanksgiving as a national day of fasting to 
raise money to combat hunger. 

On this day, Americans will be urged to miss one 
meal, if they can, and to contribute the money that 
meal would have cost to a charitable organization 
that is working to end world hunger. Americans 
have responded heroically to the call for help by 
already contributing more than $120 million. But 
more can be done. 

Trible said, "I have traveled to Ethiopia and 
walked through the feeding camps. I have held little 
children in my arms who were dying of starvation 
and I have witnessed the widespread death and 
despair and destruction of the famine. But my 
lasting memory is the life and hope in the faces of 
the thousands who are alive because of the 
generosity of the American people. . . " 

Not only will this fund-raising effort help Africa, 
but InterAction, the national fund-raising center, 
will reserve 15 percent of the money to combat 
hunger here in the United States.— C.L. 

Fire prevention tips 

The Fire Prevention Bureau has the following 
suggestions: 

•Plan two ways out of every room (everywhere 
you go). Your normal exit may be blocked. 

•In your home, test emergency exits. Make sure 
you can open the windows and remove the screens 
and storm windows from inside. 

•Provide folding escape ladders from second 
story windows. Make them out of light rope or 
purchase metal ladders made for escape. 

•Practice using emergency exits in the dark. Keep 
a flashlight next to your bed. Most fatal home fires 
start at night, while we are asleep and least likely to 
respond quickly. 

•Install and maintain smoke detectors on every 
level of your home. Test them monthly and change 
batteries yearly. 

•Teach the family to stay low when in smoke to 
avoid poisonous gases. Crawl to exits. Eight out of 
10 fire deaths are due to smoke inhalation. 

•Arrange a meeting place outside the home. 
Make sure everyone knows to get out quickly and 
go to the meeting place. 

•Call the fire department from a neighbor's 
house. Do not wait in a burning building to use a 
phone. Learn the emergency phone number of your 
local fire department. Have it posted on your 
telephone and the neighbor's telephone.

Beach needs its hogs and tourists 



Editor, Virginia Beach Sun: 

A recent editorial in one of our leading papers 
made what some people consider to be rather 
swinish remarks about the number of hogs in the 
Southern portion of our fair city. It would seem 
that the writer overlooked the fact or does not 
realize that the number of hogs in the agricultural 
portion of the city is as important a statistic to the 
city's economy as the number of tourists at the 
beach. They both contribute heavily towards 
bringing revenue into the city and no one would 
seriously consider either of them to be important 
voting blocks. 

But, if we didn't have the hogs and the 
thousands of bushels of com, soybeans and 
vegetables, we would suffer economically in much 
the same manner as we would if we didn't have the 
tourists. Some may think otherwise but it seems to 
me that the founders of this city recognized the 
importance of the situation and acted wisely to 
preserve both the hogs and the tourists. 

To avoid the possibility that the city council 
c<Nildj(Mtl^y be made tip completely of people 
ignorant of the importance of the hogs and the 
tourists, the city founders sagely acted to insure 
that there would always be representatives on city 
council who would be knowledgeable of the 
agricultural and the resort areas . 

This was accomplished by placing a residency 
requirement on seven members of the council. 
Thus today there is at least one member of council 
from each of the boroughs who should know what 



is good or bad for the area in which they live. This 
is reinforced by the council's policy that the 
resident member of a borough makes the first 
motion on any proposed action unique to that 
area such as rezonings. There are many city or- 
dinances which properly address separately, the 
unique problems of the varied areas that make up 
the city. If there are some borough members on 
council who are not knowledgeable or do not care 
about what is right for the areas in which they live, 
it is not the fault of the founding fathers. 

By no stretch of the imagination, however, can 
these members of the council be considered ex- 
clusive representatives of their areas. Since all 
members are elected by all the voters in the city 
they are really representatives of the entire city. If 
they become too provincial and fail to act in the 
interest of the entire city, they will be voted out by 
the entire city. 

If this situation is confusing to the voters, and I 
do not believe it is, it is the fault of the press for 
failing to educate the public properly. 

If anyone thinks that they can hoodwink the 
voters of the city into changing the composition of 
city council to destroy either our agricultural or 
tourist economy for the benefit of the housing in- 
dustry, then they must, just as erroneously, 
believe that there are more long eared, braying 
farm animals in the city today than there ever was 
in the past.

Poignant novel about womanhood 



The author of "For Colored 
Girls Who Have Considered 
Suicide When The Rainbow Is 
Enuf" has written another 
poignant novel of being on the 
\«rge of wonoanhood in a troubled 
time. Thirteen-year-old Betsey is 
growing up in a vibrant, noisy, 
proud Black household in St. 
Louis in 19S9, the year school 
desegregation is ordered. Alter- 
nating between child, and a 
malicious child at that when she 
wants to "set up" a housekeeper 
to be Hred, and youi^ woman 
wishing for stolen kisses from 
Eugene, a local teen basketball 
star, Betsey feels as confused as 
special, and seeks refuge 
regularly in a large tree in the 
yard just to absorb and meditate 
on life. In many ways she is 
totally oblivious to her privileged 
status at the pinnacle of black 
society in St. Louis because her 
father is a doctor, and she is 
equally oblivious to the strains of 
her parents' marriage. 

liie reader's exposure to the 



context of Betsey's life, regar- 
dless of whether she is aware of it 
or not, is what makes the book so 
much more interesting than those 
on this theme by lesser-skilled 
authors. The snobbery of Bet- 
sey's live-in Southern grand- 
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mother, who is not only secure in 
a segregated world, but disdain- 
ful of anything dark, African, or 
"niggerish," as she considers her 
daughter's husband to be, is fun- 
ny, given Greer's racial pride and 
charm. The various country 
women who come to work for the 
household, and their obviously 
different attitudes and speech 
patterns remarkably deUneate the 
black social class structure of St. 
Louis at that period. 
Betsey's mother Jane is 



probably the most interesting and 
complex character in the book. 
While loving her husband 
passionately, Jane is not totally 
happy with his progressive ideas, 
to the point that she leaves him 
briefly over a fight about taking 
their kids somewhere to picket a 
segregated establishment. Despite 
starting an integrated school 
without incident, the various ten- 
sions in the Brown household 
come to a head one night when 
Betsey is listening to a Bessie 
Smith record. After being or- 
dered to "turn the mess off" by 
her mother who considered Smith 
to be "nasty colored music," 
Betsey, feeling massively misun- 
derstood, decides to run away to 
Miss Maureen, the local hair- 
dresser. Unfortunately, Maureen 
is also the local madam at night, 
and Betsey discovers she's run 
away to the local bordello. This 
local episode manages to unite 
the family briefly when she retur- 
ns safely, if a little wiser, until the

But why would anyone want to 
be labeled the "Ugliest Barten- 
der," even if it is for a good 
cause? Because there are prizes 
involved. Fresco said. 

"This year's grand prize is a 
trip to Las Vegas," she said. 
"There are incentive prizes all 
along the way, too, so everyone 
can win something. Other prizes 
have been donated by businesses. 
Everybody just has a good time." 

Every bar that signs up gets a 
kit complete with special 
promotion ideas, buttons, bum- 
per stickers and the like to get 
everyone~the other employees, 
the customers-involved in the 
contest. There will be ugly legs 
contests, ugly tattoo contests, ugly 
joke nights, etc. In essence, the 
MS Society wants to make ugly a 
household word. 

"The people really get into it," 
said Sharon Grossman, executive 
director of the Tidewater MS 
Chapter. "One year a bartender

His patrons helped him raise the 
money, and he did it. 

"A lot of the fund raising takes 
place in the community as well, 
not always inside the bars.

"With 'Ugly' 
they can feel like they are doing 
something for the people their 
age." 

Fresco said that the major por- 
tion of the promotion of the 
event is done by the Miller Beer 
distributors and drivers who take 
the beer to the bars. The 
distributors participating for the 
Tidewater Chapter are Norfolk 
Beverage Company, Tri Cities 
and Bell Cross. 

"The Miller Beer people are 
very important to the cam- 
paign," Fresco said. "They have 
the day to day contact with the 
bars." 

Since a Dayton, Ohio chapter 
came up with the idea a few years 
ago, the "Ugly" contest has met 
its dollar goal every time. The 
most they ever raised locally was 
$51,000. At 25 cents per vote, 
almost any bar or restaurant 
patron can afford to get in- 
volved. 

And people seem to love get- 
ting involved. 

"People enjoy it because it's 
zany and it's fun," Grossman 
said. "It catches peoples' atten- 
tion."

When a needy friend called 
upon Chuck Thode for help, 
Thode, a mechanical engineering 
technician at the Naval Air 
Rework Facility, never dreamed 
that his decision to help his friend 
would propel him into a profit- 
sharing adventure beyond his 
wildest dreams. 

At first Thode resisted the 
idea of his friendly loan being 
repaid with shares of stock in a 
very risky enterprise, yet the 
more he pursued the story behind 
the shares the more intrigued he 
became. 

He decided to take a chance. 

Thode's interest in archeology, 
active imagination, and sense of 
wonder led him to research all he 
could find about Mel Fisher's ob- 
sessive quest for the 17th century 
Spanish galleon Nuestra Senora 
de Atocha which sank during a 
hurricane in 1622 off the Florida 
coast. 

Thode pored over Natio^ial 
Geographies that displayed ar- 
tifacts from the Atocha and a 
sister ship, the Santa Margarita, 
that Fisher had already pulled 
from the waters around the 
Marquesas-treasure such as gold 



cups and necklaces, chests full of 
emeralds, and piles of silver bars 
and coins. Thode read up on 
Fisher's earlier discoveries from 
other wrecks along the Florida 
coast. He attended a stockholders 
meeting in Key West, Florida two 
years ago where part of the 
treasure was on display. 

As one of the 450 stockholders 
in Treasure Salvors, Inc., Thode 
shared the ups and downs of the 
last few years of Fisher's search 
for the elusive treasure-laden 
Atocha. Though some of the 
Atocha's contents had already 
been found, the hurricane which 
had sunk the ship had long ago 
scattered its riches over 10 
square miles of ocean floor. 
Fisher warned small investors 
that "these securities involve a 
high degree of risk . ' ' 

Fisher's sixteen-year search 
took its toll. Fisher's son, his 
daughter-in-law, and a crew 
member were drowned when 
their 60-foot salvage ship cap- 
sized in 1975. Fisher's onshore 
legal battle over his rights to 
what treasure had been found 
and still might find took a big 
chunk of Fisher's dwindling 
finaiKxs.

them was descipline. And you 
can use that long after you stop 
swimming." 

David Price, 15, is a junior at 
Green Run High School. He's 
been swimming only three years, 
but has made himself into a good 
swimmer. He hopes he's good 
enough to get a college scholar- 
ship. 

"I'd like to get a four-year 
scholarship," Price said, "and go 
to the NCAA's." "I'd like to go 
to the Olympic trials, but if I 
don't, it's O.K." 

Price said his parents are very 
supportive of his swimming, but 
he thinks that his love of the 
sport keeps him going. 

"At night I think there's 
nothing else to do so I might as 
well go to swim practice. But then 
in the early morning, yeah, you 
love the sport," he said. 

In recent years, many coaches 

and organizations have been 
criticized for the intensity and 
emphasis placed on winning at 
sports. At early ages, children are 
fed the "win at all costs" attitude 
and can never enjoy the sport. 



But while Peak doesn't take 
that coaching philosophy, he 
doesn't believe all the criticism is 
deserved. 

"We've adopted the pursuit of 
excellence as our motto," he 
said. "I tell them that all I ask is 
that they give me 100 percent. I 
yell at them if I think they could 
have done better, but I tell them 
how to improve. 

"In swimming, a person might 
train two or three months just to 
drop three one-hundredths of a 
second. So they're not going to 
win everytime, but they might 
drop time. As far as intense 
athletics, the benefits far out- 
weigh the negatives. I've seen 
many more people benefit. ' ' 

Many times these swimmers 
feel peer pressure, because their 
friends don't really understand 
the committment they've made. 
It's something they do on their 
own and not as part of a school 
team. 

"You tell them (friends) you 
get up at 4 in the morning, they 
think you're weird," said Kathy 
Arris, 15, an eight-year ODAC 




swimmer and a junior at Princess 
Anne. "But I love the sport. It's 
real rewarding to see im- 
provement. It all pays off in the 
end." 

Swimmers are charac- 
teristically good students. About 
90 percent of Peak's swimmers 
are at the top of their classes. He 
credits the discipline of swim- 
ming for making them hit the 
books. He is obviously proud of 
the kind of people the sport he 
loves puts out. 

"I'll put them up to a group of 
kids anywhere, and they're going 
to shine," he said. 

And ii ^:.T.- to be a mutual 
admiration society. Rod Burns, 
17, a Kempsville Senior, thinks 
Peak is a great coach because he 
prepares the swimmers mentally, 
as well as physically.

That's 
what makes a great swimmer."

Thanks to Ntozake 
Shange's talent, "Betsey Brown" 
is also wonderfully written, 
voking in a very personal way a 
time and place which doesn't 
exist any more. In many ways, 
this book is the equivalent, with 
black characters, of Betty 
Smith's "A Tree Grows In 
Brooklyn", and readers of all 
races will no doubt remember 
reading it with the same feeling of 
affection.

Morrison and his brother-in- 
law, Bobby L. Phillips, were 
picking up Morrison's sister, 
Kristen, at a hometown con- 
venience store when they saw two 
men, who had left earlier, return 
to the store. The men told them 
about thtee cars they had seen in 
die water a half mile down the 
road. Morrison and Bobby 
Phillips immediately jumped into 
their car and drove to the site.

swollen to an estimated 60 feet 
across and some 19 feet deep and 
was pouring across the road. 

"I saw the six people, clinging 
to trees in the middle of the 
water," Morrison said. "1 began 
to take some of my heavy clothes 
off and sent Bobby back to call 
the police and get blankets." 

After Morrison was ready, he 
repeat«lly walked into the cold, 
swift waters to the two men 
closet to him. 

"The water was only about 
n«:k deep where they were, but I 
had to almost carry them out. 
They had to swim to those trees 
from their cars earlier and were 
really cold and wet. " 

After the two men were on 
shore, Morrison tried to reach the 
family of four who were closer to 
the other side. "It was too deep 
to walk across where I was, so I 



looked around for the original 
road crossing and waded as far as 
I could and swam the rest." 

Once on the other side, 
Morrison set to rescuing the 
children first. "The water was 
deep around them and 1 had to 
swim back with them. After I had 
the two boys on shore, the police 
arrived. They told me not to enter 
the water for the parents, but 
when I told them what I had done 
so far, they joined me in going af- 
ter the last two." 

Morrison and the six people he 
rescued were taken to the police 
station and the hospital. The two 
children were suffering from 
hypothermia, Morrison said, but 
everyone else s«med to be okay. 

"I found out later that the 
father of the family in the water 
worked with my father," 
Morrison said.

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Chichester would lower 
intoxification level 



Lieutenant Governor hopeful 
John Chichester said that if elec- 
ted he will work to lower the legal 
intoxication level as part of his 
highway safety program. He said 
cnforceiflcnt of strong safety laws 
to keep drunk drivers off the 
roads would be a major focus of 
his tenure of office. 

Under Chichester's proposal, 
an individual would not be 
allowed to operate a motor 
vehicle if test results reveal a 
driver's alcohol blood content to 
be at the. 10 level. 

"I am very much in favor of 
having legal intoxication while 
driving register at least at the . 10 
level," he said. 

At the .10 level, one-tenth of 
one percent of an individual's 
blood consists of alcohol. Under 
the present state law a driver is 
presumed legally intoxicated 
when breathalyzer test results 
show his alcohol blood content to 
be at the. 10 level. 

Because of anticipated con- 



stitutional challenges and legal 
maneauvering, however, convic- 
tions are not always certain for 
drivers showing results of at least 
.10. The alcohol content must 
reach the .15 level for a convic- 
tion to be automatic. 

Although ^ Anvictions are 
possible at thl. 10 level, the courts 
have, according to informed 
sources, handed down fewer con- 
victions below the .15 level since 
the 1893 legislation. 

In his remarks, Chichester said 
that it is essential the intoxication 
level be dropped to the .10 level 
to avoid confusion and waste of 
taxpayers' money in the Com- 
monwealth Attorney's office. 

"I can't see that we are going 
to get drunk drivers off our roads 
until we get some concrete 
legislation through the General 
Assembly," Chichester said. 
"Setting a level of intoxication at 
.10 is a major part of the laws we 
need."

Fisher finally got so low on 
funds that he was hard-pressed to 
pay his crew's payroll.

Those who took a chance on 
that dream, like Chuck Thodc, 
were rewarded when one of 
Fisher's divers, examining what 
he thought was a coral-covered 
mound in the murky depths, 
realized that he was looking at a 
5-foot-high reef of solid silver. 

With the discovery of the 
"mother-lode" of Atocha's hull, 
the Atocha may prove to be, 
financially and archeologically. 
the richest recovered shipwreck in 
history. 

"A treasure worthy of Midas" 
it has been called. The official 
cargo of the Atocha when it sank: 
160 pieces of gold bullion, 900 
silver ingots, more than 250,000 
silvCT coins, 600 copper planks. 
350 cheste of indigo, and 25 tons 
of tobacco. Its loss in 1622 
caused a depression in Europe 
and devastated the Spanish 
Court. Estimates of the treasure's 
value today start at $300 million 
and range upward to twice that 
amount. 

On a Sunday news program, 
July 21, 1985, Thode saw the 
rejoicing of Mel Fisher and his 
crew as divers began bringing up 
the silvCT ingots. The bars stacked 
up so high and so heavily on the 
deck of the salvage ship that it 
listed low in the water. Thode 
knew then that his share of the 
dr^un had come true. 

Thode is surprisingly cool 
about the cash value of the 
discovery, emphasizing that it 
will be years before he receives 
any return for his stock. 

"It's a good feeling," Thode 
saki.

' OCTOBER SKY CHARTS: To use 

these sky charts, face either north 
or south and hold the charts directly 
in front of you with the horizon on 
the bottom. The charts show the 
brightest stars and planets between 
the horizon and the part of the sky 
directly overhead during the early 
evening hours this month. 

CONSTELLATIONS: In the 
southern sky, the three bright stars 
that form the prominent star pat- 
tern the summer Triangle are now 
visible overhead in the west. Vega is 
the brightest and part of the constel- 
lation Lyra. Deneb, which marks the 
head of the Northern Cross, and Al- 
tair, in the constellation Aquila the 
Eagle, complete the triangle. 

Another star pattern to look for 
above the southern horizon is the 
Great Square of Pegasus, formed by 
four stars about equal in brightness. 

High overhead in the north, look 
for a group of stars in the shape of a 
"W." This is the constellation Cassi- 
opeia. The pattern of the W is upside 
down in the sky and opens toward 
the North star, Polaris. During the 
year, Polaris remains at the same 
place in the sky while other constel- 
lations in this area of the sky appear 
to move in circles around it. 

PLANETS: Jupiter appears in 
Capricornus, the smile-shaped con- 
stellation. It will be very bright and 
can be seen low in the southeastern 
sky after sunset. Jupiter, the largest 
planet in our solar system, has mass 
greater than that of all the other 
planets put together. Its diameter is

318 times that of the earth, yet its 
density is more like that of the sun. 

Saturn is very low in the south- 
west at sunset and will be difficult 
to see by the month's end. 

Venus and Mars can be found in 
the southeastern sky just before 
sunrise, with Venus being the 
brightest object in the pre-dawn 
sky. 

CELESTIAL EVENTS: Watch for 
the Hunter's Moon — this month's 
full moon — rising in the east at 
sunset Oct. 28. This moon's bright 
light, according to folklore, enables 
hunters to track small animals 
through the recently harvested 
fields. 

The waxing crescent moon on 



Monday, Oct. 13, will pass within 
five degrees of Jupiter, providing a 
spectacular addition to this month's 
evening stargazing. 

As Uie return of Comet Halley 
draws nearer, the debris strew^ 
along the path of the approaching 
comet will light up the sky with 
meteor trails in the late evening and 
early morning hours of Oct. 20-21. 
This is the annual Orionid Meteor 
Shower, which yields about 25 mete- 
ors every hour during its Iwo-day 
appearance.

W&M Physician has healthy 
advice for Beach students 



Although they are charged with 
helping the sick, doctors shouldn't 
be held totally responsible for 
a person's wellbeing, according 
to the director of the College of 
William and Mary's Student 
Health Service. Dr. Juliette S. 
Karow emphasizes that in her 
day-to-day contact with students, 
much of what she sees could be 
prevented if students would 
educate themsdves about good 
health. 

Dr. Karow is encouraging up- 
perclassmen to be immunized 
against such diseases as measles 
and rubella, since last year there 
were many outbreaks of those 
illnesses on college campuses 
throughout the country. Locally, 
she says, health workers found a 
high percentage of people who 
were not protected because their 
immunizations had expired and 
they had not had the diseases as 
children. 

Although nearly all of the 
freshman population has been 
vaccinated, Dr. Karow says, "its 
quite possible that about half of 
all upperclassmen at the College 
are not properly immunized." 

In addition to getting the 
proper immunizations. Dr. 
Karow suggests adequate rest and 
square meals as good ways to stay 
health at school. She also advised 
those who have infectious viruses 
to quarantine themselves as much 
as possible. 

Dr. Karow, who specializes in 
nutrition counseling, savs eating 



right can be a special problem for 
college students. Sometimes the 
biggest hindrance to a good diet 
lies in a student's inability to 
make good choices of when to 
eat, what to eat and how much to 
eat, she says. Without mom's 
home-cooking, and faced with 
new schedules in their lives, 
students often fill up on junk 
f oodjuid not eoough .of -thd kinds 
of foods that' are best for their 
health. 

Consequently, says Dr. Karow, 
she sees students who complain 
of fatigue, depression, 
sleeplessness and an inability to 
pay attention in class. "These are 
signs of pre-vitamin deficiency, 
she says. 

She adds that it's unrealistic 
for students to expect the same 
kind and quality of food at. 
college as they received at home. 
Because of the amount of food 
that has to be prepared and put 
out on cafeteria lines for studen- 
ts, she says it's not unreasonable 
to expect that over a period of 
hours, some quality will be lost. 

Freshmen away from home for 
ther first time are the most 
vulnerable to diet-related 
problems, she says. She en- 
courages students to seek help if 
they are unsure how to establish 
good nutritional patterns. 

"I'm really surprised 
sometimes at the number of kids 
who don't know how to get their 
diets on track," she says. "They 
don't know what to eat to make 
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sure they get the right amounts of 
vitamins." 

She also thinks it's wise for 
students to add vitamin sup- 
plements to their daily regimens. 
But when it comes to other kinds 
of medications or treatments for 
various illnesses or disorders, 
her philosophy is "less is more." 

She counsels against heavy 
doses of any medication except in 
the case of a serious illness. 
"We want to educate students op 
the purpose of medications and 
indications for their use," she 
says. She believes many common 
maladies, such as colds or flu, or 
diet-related problems, can be 
solved with little or no prescrip- 
tion medicine. "You have to 
allow your body's own immune 
system to help out." 

Her best medicine is a com- 
mon-sense approach to health. 
"Eat regular meals and get seven 
or eight hours of sleep per night. 
And what you eat is as important 
as how often you eat." 

She also believes that overall 
wellness involves more than just 
physical health. "If you expect to 
get sick, you probably will," she 
says. "Negative atitudes can 
create illness just as much as a 
poor diet." 

"We do care," Dr. Karow 
says. "We're not here just to 
hand out little pink pills 
whenever someone has an 
ailment."

Municipal Center to 
increase in 25 years

In 25 years, the Municipal Cen- 
ter complex at Princess Anne 
should be increased by 50 acres, 
its staff by 63 percent and its 
building space almost doubled. 

Consultants presented these 
projections to City Council 
Monday afternoon in a 
preliminary report on the 
Municipal Center Master Plan. 

Jack Todd, representing the 
architectural firm of Waller, 
Todd and Sadler, said that the 
work, started in January, will be 
completed by the end of the year. 

Consultants also envisioned 
the relocation of the court and 
court-related facilities to 
facilitate the grouping of these 
with the jail and the new Juvenile 
Detention Center, already in the 
Capital Improvement Budget. 

Excluding the School Ad- 
ministration Building (not in the 
study) and parking and land 
acquisition, the cost of new 
buildings in ten years will come to 
$35 to $40 million, Todd said. 

The projects were based on an

increase of employees during the 
25 years from 1,763 to 2.868, and 
the increase in the population 
from 300,000 to .5 million. 

In the complex now are 29 dif- 
ferent city buildings containing 
500,000 gross square footage of 
which 380,000 is usable or net 
area. 

Peter Broom, planning con- 
sultant, said that the functions 
were divided into nine, with 
general government anticipated 
as having the greatest shortage 
followed by the judicial fun- 
ctions. Another sizeable shortage 
will be in the First Precinct and 
emergency medical services, he 
said. 

Broom said the planners are at- 
temping to cut costs with less ex- 
pensive, warehouse-type 
buildings which can be used for 
storage.

A panel discussion pitting the 
opinions of architects against 
builders and the public made 
for lively conversation at an 
event sponsored by the Virginia 
Beach Arts Center at the 
Pavilion Thursday night. 

The program, entitled 
"Quality Architecture and 
Growth: Can It Happen Here," 
was moderated by Edward R. 
Roehra, president of the Tide- 
water Virginia Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architec- 
ts, and included a distinguished 
panel. 

The six panelists featured two 
architects, Roger F. Newill, 
AIA, of Hanbury & Co. in 
. Norfolk, and Edward G. 
Lazaron, AIA, of The Design 
Collaborative; John Peter, 
AIA, a professor of architec- 
ture at Hampton University; 
Arthur Collins, executive direc- 
tor of the Southeastern Virginia 
Planning District Commission; 
George Tussing, assistant 
professor of art at Tidewater 



Community College; and John 
Peterson, president of the Tide- 
water Builders Associaticm. 

Roehm presented a slide 
show that was intended to 
feature some of the "best and 
worst" architecture that 
Greater Hampton Roads has to 
offer. Many of the slides 
showed the "cracker box" 
townhouse subdivisions that 
have become popular in 
Virginia Beach. 

"Backyards seem to be 
becoming nothing more than 
stockade areas," Roehm said, 
showing a slide of a high, drab- 
colored fence running behind 
several townhouses. 

The Lake Christopher sub- 
division in Virginia Beach was 
praised in the slides for its good 
landscaping, and for the pride 
the residents take in their 
property. 

"They have a strong home- 
owners association," Roehm 
said. "Houses have sold there 
recently for twice what they 
paid for them." 

John Peterson, president of 



the Tidewater Builders 
Association, said he looked at 
the slides with disdain. 

"There are some limitations 
on what we (builders) do," he 
said. "Despite what our 
limitations are, we have made 
some quality dwellings. The 
marketplace dictates what we 
build." 

Peterson said the builder is 
just the middle man in a long 
process and should not be solely 
faulted for the poor examples 
of architecture offered in this 
area. 

Roehm said that about 90 
percent of the housing that is 
built is done without the help of 
a design professional. This is a 
statistic the AIA is trying hard 
to change. 

George Tussing, professor of 
art at TCC, drew applause for 
his statements about preserving 
the historical properties that we 
have. 

"There is a problem when we 
prefer the phony to the authen- 
tic," Tussing said. "Kempsville

Enthusiasm is key to 
newest ABE program

If you want to find some of the 
most enthusiastic students in 
Virginia Beach, you don't have to 
look far. 

You just have to observe the 
Adult Basic Education's new 310- 
special project, which began in- 
struction this month. It is an in- 
plant program for the school bus 
garage, and is presently serving 
12 students. 

"The students are en- 
thusiastic," said Bonnie 
Mizenko, an instructor with ABE 
who is coordinating the project. 
"They're excited about lear- 
ning." 

The program is unique in the 
ABE and the educational com- 
munity in general, because the 
math and English instruction uses 
terminology and problems that 
are directly job-related. The 
teachers have devised the 
curriculum using auto mechanic 
manuals and publications to 
coordinate the material with the 
person's job. 

"The program is unique 
because we're correlating it to 



their job skills." said Mizenko. 
"And once we devise the plan, we 
can take the same steps in other 
programs." 

The idea was conceived about a 
year ago by the planning and 
resource specialist for the Adult 
Education Service, James R. 
Darden. Darden said the project 
received strong support from 
Superintendent E. E. Brickell and 
the other assistant superintenden- 
ts from the start. Then, they were 
able to get a $12,000 grant from 
the State Department of 
Education. 

"We started surveying the em- 
ployes last school year," said 
Darden, "to see if there was a 
need and an inter^t. And they 
expressed a strong willingness." 

Darden said some other key 
people in the bus garage have 
shown their support for the 
prc^am. Robert Stenzhorn in 
supportive services, Bill 
Garrison, supervisor of transpor- 
tation, and Chester Sorey, super- 
visor of the bus garage, have 
assisted to make the program 
work.

City councilman H. Jack Jennings introduced an 
ordinance for consideration last week that would 
allow skateboards to be ridden on non-arterial 
streets. This ordiance would make it legal to ride a 
skateboard on streets that end in cul-de-sacs, or 
ones without connecting streets. 

Council ran into its most recent past problem 
with skateboards when they prohibited backyard 
ramps, and this, Jennings said sent the youngsters 
back into the street to ride their skateboards and 
caused some of them to receive tickets. 

One mother told council that she favors the or- 
dinance because her son got a $30 fine for riding his 
skateboard on the street in Kings Grant. She thinks 
it would be a good ordinance for any street where 
the speed limit is no more than 25 mph. 

This ordinance is a step in the wrong direction. It 
seems as if Jennings is saying "If we pan't beat 
them, we'll join them." 

The safety of those skateboarders should be the 
prime concern, and making it legal for them to, in 
essence, become motor vehicles is wrong, even on 
non-arterial streets. 

Instead of making it O.K., the police should give 
more tickets for the violation, so these children and 
their parents will know that they are breaking the 
law. If the parents have no regard for the safety of 
their children, maybe an occasional $30 fine will 
refresh their memories. 

Because many people are abusing a certain law, 
doesn't mean that the law is wrong or needs to be 
changed. It means, in this case, that it just needs to 
be enforced a bit better. If you doubt my word, 
drive through the non-arterial streets of Kempsville 
on any given afternoon. A policeman's hand would 
go numb trying to write out all the summonses. 
Many of these kids l^jave a blatant disregard for the 
traffic they impede and don't seem to care that they 
may be endangering their own lives. 

It's fairly obvious that if ypu give some people an 
inch, they will take a mile, and I predict this will be 
the case with the skateboarders if the ordinance is 
passed. They will end up scurrying their way across 
Independence Boulevard or Lynnhaven Parkway 
on their way to a cul-de-sac. 

And it will only take one kid to be injured or 
killed to make the city regret such a ruling. But it 
shouldn't have to come to that.— C.L.

Say *no' to Virginia lottery 



Editor, Virginia Beach Sun: 

The Virginia Silver-Haried Legislature, headed 
by Sam Houston, has called on state lawmakers to 
let voters decide in 1986 whether they want a state 
lottery. The lottery bill, now sponsored by Sen. 
Cynthia J. Pridmore, is the same bill offered by 
Billy O'Brien in January 1985. His bill, Bill no. 
1069, was tabled by the House Committee on 
General Laws. 

Unfortunately, there appears to be a growing 
consensus, among lawmakers to view a lottery as 
an expedient way to raise money for the failing 
coffers of the State Treasury. The same pollsters 
that predicted the passage of the Virginia Beach 
bond referendum are predicting a favorable 
response to the Lottery possibility. I think not. 

A lottery is a scheme for the distribution of 
prizes by chance. It is gambling, a class three 
misdemeanor and forbidden by statute in 
Virginia. Historically, lotteries are perceived as 
public nuisances and should be stemmed. Dispite 
the fact that lotteries have been used to finance 
public buildings such as Holsworthy Hall at Har- 
vard and even the first settlement in Jamestown in 
1612, does not negate the fact that lotteries were 
outlawed in the 1830's because of the problems 
they caused. 

George Washington described gambling as "the 
child of avarice, the brother of iniquity and the 
father of mischief." Our forefathers thought that 
gambling represented the corrosion of individual 
moral values and promoted a something-for- 
nothing philosophy while undermining worth- 



while principals. 

Gamblers Anonymous reports that gambling is 
psychologically addictive to over six miUion 
Americans and reminds us that it is not a vic- 
timless vice, for the innocent include family and 
relatives. Statistics indicate that where gambling is 
allowed to flourish the rate of major crime is 
much higher, the rate of unemployment is ex- 
cessive, productive business suffers, absenteeism 
rises and credit payments lag. 

State and Federal laws acknowledge that lot- 
teries should be suppressed and are contrary to the 
morale and welfare of the people. Congress has 
closed the mails to lotteries and we should fore- 
close on any possibility, of a lottery's ressurrec- 
tion. 

Lastly, for a state to legalize gambling, purely 
for pecuniary reasons is abhorrent. It shows a lack 
of courage and character. 

The Honorable Mills Godwin said, "I would 
hope we have not come to a time when the peopte 
or the General Assembly of Virginia haveioiresort 
to gambling devices to support our public ser- 
vices." Bishop Robert Blackburn of the United 
Methodist Church said "When a personal evil 
seeks legislative protection, dresses itself up with 
finery and goes into a public place, it is 
deplorable." Both the Bishop and the Governor 
are correct in their observations.

Bombeck of outdoorsmen. His 
stories have appeared in Field 
and Stream and many other 
magazines. The Grasshopper 
Trap is the most recent collection 
of his articles, following A Fine 
and Pleasant Misery, They Shoot 
Canoes, Don't They? and Never 
Sniff a Gift Fish. 

Don't think you have to be an 
outdoorsman to enjoy McManus' 
tales. His account of his aunt's 
idea of a suitable gift for a boy 
who loved fishing should be 
required reading before Christ- 
mas. The best stories are about 
his childhood. 

"Mean Tents" recounts 
various experiences with these 
perverse objects reaching back to 
that first campout in the back 
yard. When "torrential 
darkness" drives the boys in- 
doors, still encased in their tent, 
they encounter a parent who 



spent the evening listening to a 
radio broadcast of The Mummy. 
The results are sidesplitting. 

The same parent falls victim to 
childhood ingenuity in "The 
Skunk Ladder". Pat and his

friend Crazy Eddie were trying to 
rescue a skunk from a hole when 
Mr. Muldoon fell in. 

"There were a lot of earthy 
scrabbling sounds, and Mr. 
Muldoon came clawing his way 
up the side of the hole, but the 
dirt gave way and he fell back in. 
Eddie had meanwhile charged 
forward, yelling 'Pa, Pa, don't 
hurt him!'

Achievement goes up as class size goes down

Your child's classroom is one 
place where big doesn't mean 
better. 

Teachers have always known 
that the number of students 
they have to teach dictates how 
they teach, how well they can 
teach and how many oppor- 
tunities students have to learn. 
But for many years, a con- 
tinuing frustration for teachers 
has been that research on class 
size has been reported in ways 
that resulted in contradictory 
conclusions. 

Now, however, two resear- 
chers from the University of 
Colorado have concluded two 
landmark reanalyses of a large 
number of studies. From these 
bases, they conclusively 
document not only that smaller 
classes produce increased 
student achievement, but that 
smaller classes also have a 
positive effect on classroom 
processes and environment, 
student attitudes and behavior. 



and teacher satisfaction. We 
repeat, the results were clear 
and conclusive: regardless of 
grade level, subject taught, or 
ability of pupils, students 
achieve more as class size is 
reduced. 

The 1985-86 Guide to 
Virginia Beach Public Schools 
lists the district average for 
class size as 17.7 in the secon- 
dary schools and 26.1 in the 
elementary schools. The ratio 
of pupils to teaching positions 
(includes: teachers, special 
education teachers, speech 
therapists, guidance counselors, 
librarians, vocational education 
teachers, subject matter 
teachers, homebound and 
itinerant teachers) reflects these 
figures. But teachers and paren- 
ts know that actual class size is 
much larger than these figures 
suggest. In fact, in 1983-84 
Virginia Beach was tied for the 
highest class size in the entire 
state. 

Nor is the class size situation 
in Virginia Beach easy to 
resolve. An increasing 
enrollment already has many 
schools bursting at the seams. 
This year there are 167 por- 
tables hidden behind our 
schools. This means that the 
system needs to create 
classrooms as well as hire 
teachers in order to lower class 
size. The passage of the school 
bond referendum this Novem- 
ber will help but the commit- 
ment to lower class size must be 
long range and substantial. The 
latest study on reducing class 
size in Virginia Beach predicted 
that it would take $1,000,000 to 
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lower the average class size 
ratio by one student. 

Virginia Beach has crowded 
classrooms as well as crowded 
roads. The sooner adults 
realize that overcrowding will 
not go away unless the city 
makes additional financial ef- 
forts, the sooner our children 
will not be just faces in the 
crowd.

"Once this project proves suc- 
cessful, and we think it will, we 
already know that other agencies, 
both public and private, are in- 
terested," Dardensaid. 

Along with Mizenko, the 
program has two other instur- 
ctors, Ellen Graham and Barbara 
Brown. They teach the classes in 
the bus garage on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays in the afternoon. The 
school system lets the employees 
off from work for one hour, and 
the employees donate one hour of 
free time. So far, both teachers 
are pleased with the classes. 

"It's a learning process for the 
teacher and the student," said 
Graham. "We had to learn all the 
mechanical terminology in order 
to help them." 



"They seem to enjoy it," said 
Brown. "They've even invited us 
to put on our jeans and join them 
in the grease under the buses so 
we can see how they put their 
skills to work." 

They are looking at the 
possibility of having more 
flexible hours to accomodate 
more students. And Graham and 
Brown said they have been trying 
to individualize the instruction. 

"We're trying to meet their in- 
dividual needs, both in hours and 
in the classroom," said Graham. 
"We're adjusting the pace or the 
emphasis." 

"Some are better in math, for 
example," said Brown, "so we'll 
concentrate more on the English 
skiUs." 

No matter what skills they 



brought into the classroom, the 
students show an enormous 
amount of enthusiasm for lear- 
ning. 

"Every student has totally in- 
dividual reasons for being 
there," said Brown. "And they 
all love their jobs and know 
they'll perform better." 

"It takes a lot of courage for 
an adult to come in this building 
(Adult Learning Center)," said 
Mizenko. "The fact that we're 
coming to them is a bonus." 

But Darden said that the real 
triumph of a project like this is 
that everyone benefits. 

"Any time we can raise the 
levels of these adults, the whole 
city benefits."

StoriivDean. Then last year, it 
rainedfViday and Saturday," she 
said. "And this year we had 
Gloria. I kept saying "God's not 
going to do this to me three years 
in a row." 

The festival committee caught 
a lot of flack about postponing 
the festival for another week af- 
ter our brush with Hurricane 
Gloria. Residents looked out of 
their windows on Friday after the 
storm, saw sunshine, and expec 
ted to go to the Neptune Festival. 
Mclntyre said they made the only 
decision they could. 

"Nobody wanted that festival 
to go on as planned more than I 
did," she said. "But the public 
just doesn't understand because 
they're not on the inside. When 
the city said they wouldn't be 
able to have any supportive ser- 
vices there like security and we 
didn't have any electricity on the 
boardwalk, the decision was sim- 
ple," 

Despite its setbacks, this year's 
festival seems to be a success, by 
both financial and emotional 
standards. Another part of her 



job is to do the enormous amount 
of bookeeping involved, which 
takes up most of her time in Oc- 
tober. 

"Overall, all the comments 
said it went extremely well. Some 
people even thought it went bet- 
ter, spliting up the weekends hke 
we had to do," she said. 

"But now we have to pay all 
the bills and hope we come out in 
the black." 

The intense planning for the 
festival siaii-. a.cu"d A"ril. anH 
by August and September, Mcln- 
tyre is living and breathing the 
Neptune Festival. She begins to 
gear her psyche toward that date 
in the last weekend in September 
when the festival is over. When 
the festival didn't end on time 
this year, it had its effects on her. 

"1 was into Sept. 29 at 7 
p.m.," she said. "It was hard to 
reprogram. I have these dates 
imbedded in my memory, and for 
the first time 1 had to refer to a 
typed schedule for the dates." 

Mclntyre says that she thinks 
the Neptune is one of the best 
festival's going. It has tremen- 
dous appeal for the locals who 
want to reclaim their beach after 
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the tourist season. But it also 
draws people from all over the 
country who come mostly as par- 
ticipants in the festival's many 
events. 

"It offers many first class 
competitions," Mclntyre said. 
"T>ie triathlon has gotten 
national coverage, and the 
volleyball and the new canoe race 
draw people from ail over. 

"But 1 think it's a tremendous 
value. Most of the things are free 
and we strive to keep it that way. 
Where else can you take your 
family to see national enter- 
tainers for free." 

Because she is so involved in 
planning and coordinating the ac- 
tivities, one might expect that the 
different events don't hold the 
same charm for her as they do for 
everyone else. Her rewards come 
in watching other people having 
fun. 

"You never forget that if 
something goes wrong, you're 
going to hear about it," she said. 
"But the fun I get is to see the 
people enjoy the events. 

"What we start out to do is 
make it enjoyable. When I get the 
visible signs, it makes it all worth 
it." 

Mclntyre does have a family, 
too, although in August and Sep- 
tember, she jokes that she doesn't 
know what they look like. Along 
with the many things she's lear- 
ned about planning the festival in 
the past two years, she learned a 
lot about that most delicate of 
balancing acts-career and 
family. 

"You can't do everything," 
she said, "you can't be 
everything to everyone. There 
was that httle guilt twang at first 
that I should be there for my 
family. But they've been very 
supportive." 

Her job is never boring and 
runs the gamut from escorting 
the governor to his seat, to 
blowing up balloons for two 
hours. The job has ' high burn- 
oui rate and Mclntyre said she 
can't make a guess as to how long 
she'll do it. 

"You name it and I bet I've 
done it in this job," she said. 
"It's very diversified and fun, 
but there is high burnout. 1 just 
don't know." 

There is a real family at- 
mosphere among the thousands 
of volunteers and people who 
participate in the festival.

had several buildings dating 
back to the 1800s, and all but 
two were torn down. Once you 
tear one of those buildings 
down, you can't grow another 
one. We've got to make people 
aware that we need a sense of 
the past in our lives." 

Making the public aware, 
educating them, was a problem 
the experts and the citizens who 
turned tnit for the meeting wan- 
ted to address. Many felt that in 
our marketplace, the public 
hadn't been educated, but it 
was a toss up as to where the 
blame for that fell. 

"Until the pubUc makes the 
statement that they don't want 
the box houses anymore, they'll 
keep building them," said John 
Peter, professor Of architecture 
at Hampton University. "What 
we've blown here is the social 
aspect. We've blown the quality 
of life." 



Roger F. Newill, an architect 
with Hanbury & Co., said that 
the professionals should 
educate the public. 

"People with an understan- 
ding of the marketplace... and 
taste have an obligation to 
educate," Newill said. 

The issue of the rapid growth 
of Hampton Roads cities, 
Virginia Beach in particular, 
drew a varied response from the 
panelists. Some felt that local 
government officials were to 
blame for allowing developers 
to have their way so often. But 
an uninformed and disin- 
terested public took the brunt 
of criticism for allowing their 
elected public officials to get 
away with it. 

"The planning office comes 
up with good plans, but the city 
council doesn't have the guts to 
stick by them," Tussing said. 
"They fall to the greed of 
developers." 



"There are a lot of 
problems," Peterson said, "but 
taking cheap shots against the 
city council, city administrators 
and builders don't solve 
problems." 

Because citizens have not 
demanded higher standards, we 
have buildings that are eye sores 
for 20 years, or poorly con-, 
structed ones that fall apart in 
two or three. 

"There is, in the city building 
business, a lot of ignoring, not 
much looking to posterity," 
Newill said. "In architecture, 
people will spend lots of money 
to build something, but not a 
dime to maintain it. We jump 
to the new, nobody likes 
anything old." 

Roehm said he didn't know 
what kind of turnout to expect 
for the event, but was glad there 
was representation from many 
Hampton Roads cities.

McManus has become an expert 
on hunting, fishing and camping. 
His books are full of such useful 
information as a definition of the 
"Crouch Hop". 

"This is usually performed 
midway through the process of 
driving in a tent peg with a large 
flat rock.

Halloween is when bats get all 
their publicity for the year and 
even though they're fly-by- 
nights, they don't deserve the 
bum rap they get by being 
associated with witches and 
goblins and Count Dracula. 

The facts about bats are 180 
degrees off what most people 
think they are. They are among 
Earth's most beneficial animals, 
and far from being creepy, 
they're gentle, intelligent, clean 
and more than willing to mind 
their own business-which is more 
than can be said for many others. 

Bats are the only major 
predators of night-flying insects 
and one gray bat, which sadly is 
endangered, will catch up to 
3,000 insects in a single night.

For such small creatures-the 
smallest mammal in the world is a 
bat about the size of a bum- 
blebee-bats carry around a lot of 
myths. 

For example, the booklet poin- 
ts out, bats are not blind but have 
very good vision. They are more 



closely related to humans than to 
mice and, unlike mice, most have 
only one baby per year. Insect- 
eating bats have very 
sophisticated echo-locating 
(sonar) systems and will 
definitely not get entangled in 
one's hair. 

And, finally, bats are not all 
rabid. In fact, very few bats con- 
tract rabies. When they do, 
unlike other animals, they don't 
get aggressive; they just die. 




Most Americans are com- 
pletely unaware of how much 
they owe to bats, completely 
apart from their de-bugging 
abilities. 

Many bats have no more taste 
for insects than you do. They 
prefer fruit or nectar or 
something else-even frogs. 

So, if it weren't for bats' '-. oiic 
in pollinating plants or dispersirtg 
seeds we'd have no bananas, 
peaches, cashews, chewing gum, 
tequila, kapok, rope or durian 
fruit. And probably we'd have no 
rain forests, and rain forests have 
a very direct effect on the whole 
world's climate.

However, City Manager 
Thomas H. Muehlenbeck said 
that the Center has already been 
delayed by about a year and will 
probably be delayed another 
year pending the outcome of the 
study. He said that although the 
-building has been designed, the 
plans could easily be used at 
another location. 

Todd said that the city curren- 
tly has a shortage of 122,000 
square feet at the complex. In ten 
years that shortage will increase 
to 274,000 and in 25 years to 
435,785 square feet. 

The plan proposed will provide 
approximately 824,000 square feet 
of usable space by the year 2010, 
almost double the space available 
now. 



With the courts relocated at the 
opposite end of the complex, 
Todd said, the vacated buildings 
will be filled with operation and 
service activities. 



The court complex which now 
has 70,000 square feet, will have 
150,000 square feet in 25 years, 
under the plan. 



The plan, if adopted, would 
include a new central court room 
for the Circuit Court and another 
for the General District Court. 

The plan also involves 
removing traffic from the center 
of the complex to the perimeters 
and designing the center for 
pedestrians.

School Board approves 
new five-year plan 



The School Bojird has ap- 
proved a revised list of school 
cdnstruction and renovation 
priorities it wants inchided in the 
City's next five-year Capital Im- 
provements Program (CIP) 
budget. 

The list, which must now be 
considered by city officials and 
City Council, was discussed and 
approved by the School Board at 
its Oct. 15 meeting. It includes 
priorities for funds to complete 
school construction projects now 
underway, construction of a new 
elementary school in West Kem- 
psville, and air conditioning of all 
schools within the next three 
years. 

If approved by City Council, 
the revised school CIP priorities 
would include $7.2 million in this 
school year to complete construc- 
tion at Birdneck and Rosemont 
Forest elementaries, scheduled to 
open during the next school year. 

It would also include 
$27,169,200 toward the construc- 
tion of Parkway Elementary, 
Salem High, and Salem Elemen- 
tary; Parkway is scheduled to

Two citizens spoke during the 
public hearing on the 1986 
Legislative Proposals for Virginia 
Beach Monday afternoon with 
City Council scheduled to discuss 
the proposals further next Mon- 
day at a workshop. 

Rae LeSesne, of KempsviUe, 
said he supported the package, 
except for the request for a 
change in the city's charter to in- 
crease the city's borrowing 
authority. He said that the in- 
crease is not the answer. The city 
needs to find better methods for 
doing things more efficiently, he 
said. 

John Marshall recommended 
the addition of the bottle bill, 
legislation which would require 
that drinks be bottled in 
"return" rather than "no 
return" bottles to minimize litter. 

Marshall said that the 



legislation is especially beneficial 
for a resort city like Virginia 
Beach to improve its image for 
tourists. 

Councihnan Robert G. Jones 
said that the subject came up at 



the Virginia Municipal League 
meeting. He said the measure was 
supported by Council in the past, 
but that the local legislators gave 
up when they continued to be un- 
successful. 



Freedom Council 
completes survey 



The local chapter of the 
Freedom Council, a nationwide 
organization to stimulate 
political participation, recently 
completed a telephone survey 
about the November Virginia 
elections. 

The survey was actually con- 
ducted by a Houston-based 
public opinion research firm. 

The survey revealed that 
Virginia voters major concerns 



are: education and schools, taxes, 
the court system and road im- 
provement. 

Of the top ten issues on the 
views of the gubernatorial can- 
didates, crime is the number one 
issue, with government waste and 
spending taking second. 

An astounding 97 percent of 
those polled said they were 
registered voters.

In the English as a Second 
Language program at the Adult 
Learning Center, it doesn't 
matter that there are sometimes 
13 different languages and 
more than 25 countries 
represented in the classes. 

It doesn't matter that people 
from two countries that are at 
war with each other must sit 
side by side in the classroom. 

And it doesn't matter whet- 
her the students left their native 
country with a college degree or 
no formal education at all. 

It doesn't matter because in 
the ESL program, learning 
takes place. 

"There are no more ap- 
preciative students in the 
world," said Robert Clark, 
Adult Basic Education instruc- 
tion specialist. "They ap- 
preciate everything you can do 
for them, no matter what it is," 
he said. 

The ESL program had hum- 
ble b^nnings in the early 70s. 
when only one class was taught. 
It has grown to encompass a 



day and an evening program 
with five teachers in each, in- 
structing 203 students. Plans to 
increase the number of teachers 
are in the works. 

James R. Darden, planning 
and resource specialist for the 
Adult Education Service said he 
would put the program up 
against any challengers. 

"We would place our 
program on the plateau with 
any of the other programs in 
the state." 

And, so it swms, would the 
students. They recently wrote 
letters (in English, of course) 
to Darden as part of an assign- 
ment given to them by their in- 
structors. 

The letters not only reveal 
how well the adult students are 
learning to write in English, but 
they gave the program its report 
card. The ^SL program passed 
with flying colors. 

"It's obvious from these let- 
ters that they think so much of 
this school and their teachers," 
Darden said. 

When these adults from other 
countries come together in a 



classroom, some who cannot 
speak a word of English, the 
teachers have to find some star- 
ting ground. Two of those 
teachers, Francis Foley and 
Evelyn How, said they start out 
by trying to create a comfor- 
table atmosphere. 

"The first thing is to make 
them feel comfortable," said 
How. "Then you realize that 
they know and understand a lot 
more than you think they do." 

"You use a lot of expression 
when you start," Foley said. 
"You have to act a little, start 
off with the basics like 
greetings." 

The students find out about 
the ESL program in a variety of 
ways, and all are tested when 
they come in to find out what 
level they are on. And even- 
tually, when they near com- 
pletion of the program, Darden 
says they are ready to get 
they're GED or go on to 
college. 

"We've got students that 
could be performing at the 
college level," said Darden.

The Rice Council for Market 
Development is a non-profit 
organization made up of rice 
farmers, rice millers and other 
members of the rice industry.

The history of rice in this 
coimtry dates back to the late 
1600s, when the profitable rice 
industry was developed.

Vi cup each chopped onions 

and celery 
Vi cup raisins 
1 tablespoon firmly packed 

brown sugar 
Vi teaspoon salt 
V* teaspoon each ground 

allspice and cinnamon 
1/8 teaspoon ground black 

pepper 

Cut off top of pumpkin; 
remove seeds and fibers. For a 
jack-o-lantern effect, paint a 
face on pumpkin with a per- 
manent marker or acrylic paint.

BBB warns homeowners 
about disaster con men

All of Virginia's leading 
economic indicators showed gains 
for the month of August, signaling 
a continuation of the state's overall 
economic health, according to 
the latest issue of the Virginia 
Business Report from the College 
of William and Mary. 

The figures were the first 
across-the-board gains seen since 
April, according to the report, 
which is published monthly by 
the College's Bureau of Business 
Research. 

"Particularly satisfying is the 
return of building permits to the 
plus column, with a 6.6 percent 
increase in August," says Roy L. 
Pearson, professor of business 
administration and editor of the 
report. Construction em- 
ployment has been at record 
levels recently, and the renewed 
growth in the permits is a hopeful 
sign that this indicator will con- 
tinue its strength through the fall, 
he said. 



Other indicators reveal that 
Virginia's major strengths are not 
deteriorating. July's nonagri- 
cultural employment compared 
to the same month in 1984 rose 
3.5 percent, and Pearson said 
that employment growth overall 
has leveled off at a healthy rate. 
At ab out a four percent annual 
gain, Virginia remains ahead of 
the nation in employment 
resurgence. 

Retail trade showed im- 
provement, with new car 
registrations up 8.5 percent over 
August 1984, and taxable sales up 
by the same amount in year-over- 
year figures. "July was a good 
month for retailers," said Pear- 
son. Statewide, the taxable sales 
figures show that August sales 
grew at a higher rate than at the 
national level. 

"Therefore, the statewide 
business and economic indicators 
are almost totally good news this 
month," says Pearson.

Talk to previous customers 
and check your local BBB, finan- 



cial references, and ask to see a 
similar job that hw been com- 
pleted. 

• Is the contractor licensed 
(check with the Contractors' 
State License Board) and docs 
the contractor have adequate 
liability insurance in case of an 
accident on your property? 

• What kind of warranty docs 
the contractor offer, what does 
(and doesn't) it cover, and for 
how long? 

• Obtain a detailed contract 
that describes all the work that 
will be done, the type of materials 
used, and the schedule that wiU 
be followed. 

If you are dissatisfied with the 
work and the contractor refuses 
or seems unable to rectify the 
problem, or if you think you are 
the victim of a con game, contact 
your local BBB, or your state at- 
torney general's office.

The VSWBA also is a gover- 
ning body for womens bowlers. It 
provides many services.

Davis asks Virginians 
to take pen in hand 



Although he isn't a Vietnam 
veteran, Jim Davis has been in- 
volved for the past two years in 
working to bring the POW/MIAs 
back home again. 

"When I first got involved," 
Davis said, "it was hard for me 
to believe that there still can be 
people held alive over there. 
Whatever I can do to help, I'll 
do." 

Davis was recently chosen to be 
the Virginia coordinator for the 
National League of POW/MIA 
Families' "Write Hanoi" cam- 
paign. The campaign is set to 
coincide with the observance of 
Veterans Day, and asks each 
American to write a letter to the 
Vietnamese government to plea 
for the return of the missing in 
Southeast Asia. 

The group has waited until the 
end of October to make the 
request to the public. They have 
been working with veterans 
organizations and Jaycee chap- 
ters to get letters from their 
membership. 

"We have about 2,200 letters 
so far, but our goal for Virginia is 
40,000," Davis said. "We're a 
long way from our goal." 

The National League of POW/ 
Mia Families wants to get two to 
thrM million letters from across 
the U.S. On Nov. 12, the day af- 
ter Veterans Etey, each "Write 



Hanoi" coordinator in all 50 
states will mail the letters collec- 
ted. 

Even though he isn't directly 
touched by the crisis of POW/ 
MlAs, Davis says that he's been 
concerned about it for a long 
time. 

"1 grew up around here in the 
late 60s, and 1 knew families that 
had someone missing," he said. 
"It seems like it's time for them 
to come home. It's hard to 
believe there are still people held 
prisoner there." 

Davis said the public awareness 
seems to be experiencing a 
resurgence, similar to that 
patriotism of the late 60s and 
early 70s. 

"The National League has 
been pushing it since 1974, but 
during the Carter and Ford ad- 
ministrations, they didn't seem to 
do anything about it," Davis 
said. "But Reagan made that one 
of his priorities, so the gover- 
nment got involvwi. Even Holly- 
wood was getting involvwl with 
all those movies." 

Davis participated when the 
Virginia Beach Jaycees relit the 
Flame of Hope at NAS Oceana. 
He said that because of the 
timing of that event, near the 
Olympics, the level of patriotism 
was heighten^. 

"When we started doing the 



Flame, there was a nice level of 
patriotism," he said. "The 
Olympics were starting and 
people wanted to help. I think it's 
all coming together real soon." 

Last year, Davis and Henry 
Del Toro of FM 99, raised 
$10,000 for POW/MIAs by 
walking from Washington to 
Tidewater during the Walk of 
Hope. He said most of that 
money was raised by $5 and $10 
donations from thousands of 
concerned people. 

To participate in the "Write 
Hanoi" campaign, just write a 
letter addressed to Socialist 
Republic of Vietnam Mission to 
the United Nations, 20 Waterside 
Plaza, New York, N.Y. 10010. 
Then that letter should be mailed 
to Virginia "Write Hanoi" 
Coordinator James B. Davis, P. 
0. Box 2400, Virginia Beach, Va. 
23452, before Veterans Day, 
Nov. 11. 

Davis said, "We know the 
Vietnamese pay careful attention 
to the opinion of the American 
people. If we can flood the 
United Nations with millions of 
letters from Americans ex- 
pressing the desire that the Viet- 
namese adhere to their pledge to 
resolve the POW/MIA situation 
in two years, I believe it will bring 
our men home."

When Virginia Beach voters go

In the five contested local 
races, only one independent is 
running-Dennis M. Walsh, for 
Commissioner of Revenue office 
against John R. Griffin, a 
Republican, a former city coun- 
cilman, and Robert P. "Bobby" 

Strategy 
is key for 
Comptek

John E. Boon, president and 
CEO of Comptek Technical Ser- 
vices, Inc. credits the company's 
aggressive business strategy and 
the technical staff for the growth 
and expansion it has experienced 
recently. 

"We've been very aggressive in 
our pursuit of new business with 
the U.S. government and with the 
continuation of business with 
them," Boon said. 

Through what he termed 
"Herculean" efforts by the com- 
pany's technical staff, Comptek 
is starting to reap the many 
benefits hard work with the Navy 
can bring. 

"We're starting to see it pay 
off," he said. 

Out of the last nine technical 
bids the company submitt^ to 
the Navy, it was awarded seven 
of them. Boon said the hit rate 
for competitive bids like they 
submit with the Navy is about 15 
percent. Their success rate is 
well over 75 percent. 

"I would attribute most of our 
success to our aggressiveness and 
to the technical staff," said 
Boon. 

If the past three months are 
any indication, 1985 will be a 
good year for Comptek, and 1986 
will probably prove even better. 
Since August, they became a 
wholly owned subsidiary and 
were awarded more than $28 
million in Navy software com- 
puter contracts. Boon says finan- 
cially, 1985 will not be their best 
year, but it will be a very good 
year. 

Because of the investmjent 
they've made in the growth of Ike 
company, they will not yet 
capitalize financially. But he said 
that the growth and expansion 
were necessary. 

"We wanted the additional 
growth and diversification of the 
company," Boon said. "I think 
we're going to see the fruits of the 
labors in the commercial division 
payoff real soon." 

The commercial division, 
headed by Gerry Angermann, 
will concentrate on supplying 
computer professional consulting 
services to business and industry 
in the area. At the outset, no new 
personnel besides Angermann 
were added to the company. But 
Boon said they anticipate the ad- 
dition of about 20 to 25 people in 
the future. 

The bid process in the two 
divisions, feideral and commer- 
cial, are drastically different. 

Boon said that the 
procurement of a Navy contract 
can take anywhere from 9 mon- 
ths to over one year. The 
technical bid that is submitt^ is 
often several hundred pages long 
and the price estimate is very 
exact in writing. 

In the commercial division, he 
said it is "eminently simplified." 

The time element is reduced to 
a few days to two weeks. The bid 
consists more of person to person 
selling of the services, rather than 
a lengthy written document. If 
the technical bid is written, it is 
rardy more than two or three

The electronic voting machines 
also make it difficult to vote a 
straight party ticket; each elec- 
tion is on a different page. 

Russ Rosen, of Rosen and 
Company, the firm which is 
managing the campaigns of the 
three Democratic candidates for 
constitutional offices and for one 
Democratic candidate for the 
General Assembly, pointed out 
that each candidate has his own 
constituency, more pronounced 
with single-member districts; his 
only money, and his own cam-

Registrar Marlene Hager ex- 
pOcts about 60 to 70 percent of 
the 120,500 registered voters to 
vole in the election, somewhat 
more than the 57 percent which 
tirned out for the last guber- 
rt^torial election. 

People close to the campaigns 
generally find that little interest 
has been generated in the cam- 
piugn, possibly because of the 
media attention to the state races 
for governor, lieutenant governor 
and attorney general. 

But generally, the Virginia 
Beach electorate, in spite of the 
iacreasing amounts of money 
spent to promote the campaigns, 
is apathetic. 



Walt Vargo, chairman of the 
Citizens Action Coalition, finds 
that the voters as a whole are 
uninformed. He attributes this to 
the transient population of the 
city-many of the residents are 
not here long enough to become 
informed. One person in three 
moves every year, he pointed out. 

He also said, however, that the 
others are very well informed. 
They seem to know exactly what 
they're talking about. He said 
that these are the people who are 
active in civic affairs and in- 
telligent politically. Others often 
don't know who the Council 
member for their borough is. 

Vargo said that people vote in- 
dependently in Virginia Beach,

but still vote for a party member, 
rather than an independent. He 
said that some party members are 
diehards and vote the straight 
ticket, but these people seem to 
be a minority in Virginia Beach. 
He sees a growing trend in 
Virginia Beach to vote for the in- 
dividual rather than along party 
lines, and he sees this as healthy. 

The campaigns, Vargo thinks, 
have been run on a professional 
level with few personal attacks, 
but there doesn't seem to be as 
much interest in this election than 
in others in the past. 

Part of the problem may be 
that the different candidates seem 
pretty much to have the same 
platforms. The candidates for 
82nd District delegate to the 
general assembly are both em-

The Virginia Beach Arts Cen- 
ter is inviting you to spend an 
evening of "pinks and grays, taf- 
feta and satin," during "Step- 
ping Out," the Center's fall 
fundraiser.

Star Wars fuss

Vandalism 

Vandalism to highway signs is a costly and 
dangerous act, according to the Virginia Depart- 
ment of Highways and Transportation. 

The peak season for this illegal pasttime runs 
between Halloween and the end of the hunting 
season, but incidents are on the rise year-round. 

Anyone who damages or removes state highway 
signs can be found guilty of a misdemeanor and 
punished accordingly, under section 33.1-34S of 
Virginia Code. 

Holes, dents and scratches, a spokesman said, 
can cause the sign face to peel off the aluminum 
backing, rendering the sign illegible. 

Theft or damage of signs increases the risk of 
traffic accidents and costs the taxpayers a 
significant amount each year. 

In Virginia alone, more than $440,000 was spent 
on repairing or replacing signs defaced or stolen by 
vandals. 

Those who see profit in recycling stolen sign 
material should be warned that signs are stamped 
with a special indelible seal. 

Recycling plants are instructed to notify the State 
Police when marked signs are turned in.

The City of Virginia Beach, particularly the 
resort area, would gain from passage of state 
legislation to require a refundable deposit on all 
beverage containers. 

Experience in nine other states, including New 
York, Michigan, and tourist-oriented Maine, has 
shown that this so-called Bottle Bill legislation is 
supported by a large majority of the people - for 
the simple reasons that the Bill does cut down 
dramatically the volume of roadside litter and lit- 
ter on and near the beaches, decreases the expense 
of depositing solid waste in decreasingly available 
landfills, and saves money in other ways, - and 
even saves energy through the increased recycling 
of the container materials. 



Voters in Maine, where tourist related business 
is very important, supported this legislation 84% 
to 16%!

CoHtfaiycd rrom page 1 
pages. And the price is usually a 
quote. 

Although the two divisions are 
different, Boon says each one is 
being competitive in its own way. 

"It allows us to be competitive 
in two markets, federal and 
commercial." 

Boon has been with Comptek 
for over 11 years. He began his 
career as an engineer there and 
moved up through the ranks, 
holding every management 
position, and working in many 
different facets with the com- 
pany. 

Donald Wollett, director of the 



Federal Systems Division, has 
also been with Comptek of 11 
years, holding various 
engineering positions and 
management roles. 

"He is eminently qualified in 
the procurement of contracts and 
the technical aspects," Boon 
said. 

Gerry Angermann came to 
Comptek in September to head 
the new commercial division 
from a similar position with a 
company called ARMS. 

"He is highly qualified with 20 
years experience in the commer- 
cial computer services business," 
said Boon. 



Need man with traffic 
experience, Dr. McCoy notes 



Councilman Dr. J. Henry Mc- 
Coy Jr. thinks the city may 
benefit by having someone with 
big-city traffic experience on 
board. - 

Recently he noted that next to 
water, traffic was the city's 
biggest problem. He said that he 
did not intend to say anything 
derogatory about Public Works 
Director Oral Lambert or Traffic 
Engineer John Herzke, but won- 
dered whether the citv should 



bring in someone with experience 
in larger cities as a department 
head. 

City Manager Thomas H. 
Muehlenbeck said that 
discussions along that line are 
being carried on at present. 

McCoy said that he understood 
that it was not the City Council's 
job to make such decisions which 
are the province of the city 
manager. 



Sciortino, a Republican. 

In addition to the Walsh- 
Griffin-Vaughan Commissioner 
of the Revenue race, the 
Treasurer's and Sheriff's offices 
are being contested. Incumbent 
Treasurer John Atkins, a 
Republican, opposes Larry C. 
Joyner, a Democrat; and Bill 
Overman, a republican, opposes 
incumbent Sheriff Joe Smith a 
Democrat. 

Each election is more expensive 
said Juhe Smith, because of in- 
flation and because of the 
population increase. She said that 
in her campaign two years ago 
she mailed out campaign 
literature to each registered 
household for $12,300. This year 
the cost jumped to $16,983. All 
campaigns are hard, she said. 
The candidate has to raise 
money, campaign and worry. 
Her experience in winning and 
losing has made her wary. She 
takes nothing for granted, and 
she and Tata have been running 
the most aggressive campaigns in 
the election. 

Rosen is managing the Lee, 
Joyner, Vaughan and Smith 
races. 

Rosen said that although the 
candidates are using the same of- 
fice, it is difficult to run as a 
ticket here. 

He said that Joyner is running 
an aggressive campaign, that he 
has raised some issues, such as 
why Atkinson would suggest that 
the personal property tax be 
eliminated, increasing the real 
estate tax to make up the dif- 
ference. 

Vaughan, who has been in the 
Commissioner of Revenue's of- 
fice for 17 years, knows the office 
inside and out, he said, and con- 
siders his chances quite good. 
Walsh, who started out as a 
Republican, Rosen said, would 
probably hurt Griffin, more than 
Vaughan. 

All the media has to be used to 
make an impact over the huge 
area of Virginia Beach, which in- 
creases the cost. 

He also thinks that the lack- 
lustre gubernatorial campaign 
adds to the disinterest of the 
voters. He expects about 60,000 



to vote. But he said that the 
people who do read and do care 
are looking for credibihty in their 
candidates, something which has 
been a problem in the city, 
whether warranted or unwarran- 
ted. The voters, he said, are 
looking for office-holders who 
are willing to work for the 
citizens and not themselves. 

Over in the Republican camp, 
Loretta Tate, vice chairman of 
the city's Republican party, 
thinks that the campaign is going 
extremely well for the Republican 
candidates, who, she said, have 
run an excellent campaign. She 
doesn't expect that the state elec- 
tion will have much bearing on 
the local races. As for the polls 
which find the Democratic can- 
didates for the three top state of- 
fices leading the Republicans, 
Tate said that the polls are 
closing rapidly. She said she has 
observed indications of this in 
talking with people here and 
state-wide. 

On one campaign day, the of- 
fice had 500 volunteers delivering 
30,000 pieces of literature door- 
to-door. "Candidates are putting 
more emphasis on grass roots, 
door-to-door campaigning." In 
previous campaigns much 
reliance had been placed on 
telephoning. 

She said the caliber of the can- 
didates is better all the time. The 
primary focus of the Republican 
party has been to attract high 
caliber candiates rather than 
fielding candidates for the sake 
of fielding candidates. 

But the electQrate is disappoin- 
ting, she said. People are not as 
interested in the election as they 
were last fall. She said she has 
found tremendous apathy among 
the people, but hopes that during 
the last days before the election, 
people will care more.

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Special needs, special children require **yes" vote for bond 



The statistical facts have all 
been heard again and again. 
They are clear and reflect an 
undeniable need. While there is 
a dear and present need for the 
renovation of Princess Anne 
High School, which well deser- 
ves voter support, the thrust of 
this article will center upon the 
needs of our special education 
kids and their teachers. Those 
n^eds revolve around a legal 
requirement which calls for an 



educational environment with 
the 'least restrictive environ- 
ment.' This must be and is an 
attainable objective. It would 
serve no productive purpose 
here to recite the statistics of the 
bond issue itself. Let's talk 
about the human needs. 

The building which houses 
the Center for Effective Lear- 
ning has been well publicized 
for its deteriorated condition, 
i.e., severe leakage, no direct 
emergency routes out of the 
building, no handicapped 
drinking fountain, etc. Not as 
much attention has been given 
to the inadequate classrooms 
which are: 

•too small, especially when 
wheel-chair children are 
present; 

•lacking in sanitation equip- 
ment and sinks which require 
water to be carried to the class- 
room to clean children. This 
reduces on-site supervision and 
prohibits an effective self-care 
program from being taught in 



the classroom. 

•generally not .conducive to 
behavioral management 
techniques. 

The school system must

the children.

present as much of an objective 
front on the bond issue as 
possible. The Virginia Beach 
Education Association, 
however, by official action of 
it's Representative Assembly on 
September 4 went on record to 
place any of its resources 
necessary to get behind the 
bond issue and help get it 



passed on November 5. 

It is certainly not self-serving 
for teachers to help obtain 
facilities in which an excellent 
staff can do its job and do it 
more efficiently. The school 
system, the parents and the 
teachers share a mutual self in- 
terest to help keep the special 
education program within the 
scope of the law, and possibly 
to stay out of the courts. One 
extended court battle could 
equal the cost of that piece of 
land in Kempsville that is 
needed for a school now. 

'Why all the fuss?' some 
people ask, 'The school portion 
of last spring's referendum only 
failed by a few votes. It's a 
shoe-in this time!' Don't believe 
it! Every vote counts. There are 
still smoldering resentments out 
there. There are still feelings 
that the bond referendum is 
linked to expansion. The fact is 
that the expansion has already 
occurred. These facilities must 
be built and we need to start 



now. Later we will face much 
higher costs, both in terms of 
increased construction costs 
and, most certainly, in terms of 
students' losses due to 
inadequate programs and 
facilities.

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New street plan cost 
may reach $ 1 billion 



Consultants have been directed 
to base the city's Master Street 
and Highway plan on one of 
three alternatives which has a ten- 
tative price tag of close to one 
billion dollars. 

By consensus, City Council at 
a recent workshop decided to 
have the consultant, Harland 
Bartholomew and Associates, 
Inc., complete studies on the one 
option with the understanding 
that some changes will be made in 
the proposal. 

The option selected combines 
most of the features of two other 
proposals, adds new facilities and 
reorients some of the new 
facilities, especially in the Sand- 
bridge-Courthouse area. It also is 
the only plan which includes the 
Southeastern Freeway. It also in- 
cludes a portion of Old Donation 
Parkway between Independence 
Boulevard and Little Neck Road 
as a six-lane arterial. 

The preferred plan is the most 
expensive. However, Robert 
Longfield, of Harland Bar- 
tholomew, said that the city 
always has the option of 
eliminating or reducing one or 
more recommendations in the 
plan. 

Longfield said the proposed 
plan which will be designed to 
take care of the city's road needs 
through the year 2010 would be 
finished by early December. 

He said that the plan will be 
reevaluated with consideration 
given to the level of disruption, 

the cost necessary to build, 
necessary comparison of an- 
ticipated future revenues and 
potential revenues, and evolving 
staging of the program in a cost- 
feasible way. 

One of the other two alter- 
natives was prepared following 
citizens' suggestions. It follows 
the existing major street system 
generally. 

The other plan is based on the 
city's current Master Street and 
Highway Plan and combines the 
present system with improvemen- 
ts in the Sandbridge-Courthouse 
area. 

The estimated cost of the plans 
range from $682,356 for the 
present master street and high- 



way plan alternative to 
$953,027,000 for the preferred 
plan. 

Councilman H. Jack Jennings 
Jr. did not endorse the plan, 
mainly because of its inclusion of 
partial construction of Old 
Donation Parkway, a project 
originally proposed to as a major 
east-west arterial but dropped 
when it was opposed by residents. 
Citizens, however, supported the 
improvement of the road at a 
public hearing held by the con- 
sultants. Jetmings said that the 
road should have been built when 
it was first proposed, and that he 
was opposed to building just part 
of the road. He said the matter 
should be put to rest. 

Councilman Dr. J. Henry Mc- 
Coy Jr. said that "just because 
you have a handful of people 
who don't want it to go by your 
house," is no reason to not build 
the road. 

Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan said that the plan still 
does not address the traffic 
problem in the Dam Neck and 
Oceana areas. She said that 
crooked country roads were 
never intended to handle the traf- 
fic it does. 

Longfield explained that the 
plan provides for new roads to 
handle the traffic, leaving the 
smaller roads to serve the com- 
munity. 

Councilman Robert G. Jones, 
who said that the plan selected 
was vasjJy superior to the others, 
still had some changes to suggest. 
He objected to the connector 
from Little Neck Road to Shore 
Drive, and to two proposed inter- 
changes for the Toll Road and I- 
64 because, he said, the state 
would never permit them. 

He said of the Southeastern 
Freeway, which he had originally 
proposed, that it would be cost 
effective because "that's going to 
have to be a toll facility." 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley suggested that with the 
addition of major roads on the 
southern part of the city, the city 
would be allowing for greater 
development.

But Michael Barrett, city direc- 
tor for the Resort Area Com- 
mission who presented the plan 
to City Council Monday evening, 
said that the overall environment 
at the beach has changed 
dramatically with a greater police 
presence and improvements in 
the image of the Beach. 

He said that 25 potential sites 
have been identified and expects 
about eight cafes to spring up 
during the first summer. 

Restrictions are considerable. 

To satisfy the ABC Review 
Board, a 30-inch high fence 
(maybe plastic or canva$) is being 
required around the perimeter of 
the catr lO screen people who are 
drinking from people on the 
boardwalk. The canopy is 
required for the ocean-side cafes 
which will be located on the 
grassy strip owned by the city. 



but not for the sidewalk cafes 
which will be permitted on the 
street side of the hotel-motel 
district. 

Amplified music will be 
prohibited. 

"What about live music?" 
asked Councilwoman Meyera 
Oberndorf, who then added that 
with the noise ordinance just 
passed by Council, the diners 
would have to speak in whispers. 

Barrett said that the cafes will 
be allowed on patches of land 
leased directly from the city. One 
of the reasons for the use of 
public property is to give the city 
more control, he said. 

The cafes will be allowed only 
adjacent to existing hotels and 
restaurants and on the beach side 
will be located between the bike 
path and the existing hotel or 
restaurant. 



Landscaping will be required, 
the areas can be no larger than 
800 square feet and the minimum 
setback has to be 10 feet from the 
bike path or street. 

The franchise fee would be one 
dollar per square feet with the 
' franchises granted for one year. 

The first steps for Council are 
to authorize the city manager to 
promulgate the regulations and 
jto have the city attorney prepare 
a franchise agreement. 

Each franchise would have to 
be acted on independently, 
Barrett said. 

The Commission reviewed its 
proposal with both the ABC 
Review Board and the State 
Health Department. 

Under the plan only the 
operator of a restaurant or hotel 
would be permitted to operate a 
cafe.

There is only one reason to ride 
an animal whose only purpose in 
life is to kill or maim you -- sheer 
love of rodeo.

Action-packed new book

Alistair Maclean has once 
again written an action-packed 
tale of intrigue and mayhem on 
the high seas. In this latest 
novel, San Andreas, his 
knowledge of naval warfare 
and his ability to create a fast 
moving, suspenseful plot, com- 
bine to create another enter- 
taining adventure. 

The San Andreas, a hospital 
ship, is on route from Halifax 
to Aberdeen. The crew is secure 
in the knowledge that under the 
Geneva Convention they are 
relatively safe from attack. 
Then the lights which mark the 
San Andreas as a hospital ship 
mysteriously fail and it is im- 
mediately attacked by German 
war planes and U-boats, which 
appeared to have been lying in 
wait for them. 

After surviving this assault, 
the San Andreas finds itself 
alone at sea, its senior officers 
injured, its hull damaged, and 
its radio destroyed. Suspicious 
accidents continue to injure 
crewmen and damage equip- 



ment and it soon becomes ap- 
parent that a saboteur is on 
board, whose purpose is not to 
sink the San Andreas, but to 
keep her from reaching port. As 
the reasons for this ploy 
becomes clear the crew of the 
San Andreas embarks on an 
audacious plan to outmaneuver 
the German Navy and Air For- 
ce and bring the San Andreas to 
a friendly harbor. 

MacLean's natural talent as a 
storyteller and ability to create 
action-filled, suspenseful plots 
are one of the main reasons for 
his success and popularity. Of 
equal importance is his 
knowledge of World War II 
and the ships and the men who 
manned them. Careful, exten- 
sive research is clearly apparent 
in his writing, as is his skill in 
subtly working information in- 
to the plots and settings of his 
stories without being obvious. 
The reader comes away from an 
Alistair MacLean novel with 
the satisfaction of enjoying an 
exciting tale and the realization 
. of having learned a little history 
in the process.

keeping the rider on his mount is 
the skill he has mastered in the 
use of his rigging. 

Each rider must provide and 
prepare his own rigging. The 
rigging consists of a leather strap 
which wraps around the horse 
behind the front legs. On the 
strap is a handle similar to one on 
a suitcase. The handle is rosined 
until it is still and has a sticky sur- 
face. The rider wears a thick 
leather glove that is tight at the 
wrist and is also rosined until 
sticky. It is th^ purpose of the 
equipment, along with the skill 
and strength of the rider, to hold 
the rider on the bronc for a 
period of eight seconds. 

The horses used in rodeo are 
quarterhorses raised specifically 
for this purpose and are not rid- 
den any other times. They buck 
because of a bucking strap made 
of rough leather that is wrapped 
arount the horse's flank. Once 
the rider completes his eight 
seconds or is thrown, another 
rider in the arena removes the 
bucking strap and the horse is 
removed from the arena. 

Rodeo has other drawing fac- 
tors aside from the apparent 
danger and excitement of the 
sport ~ the purse. A rider must 
ride an entire eight seconds to 
qualify for points and to win a 
portion of the purse. When the 



horse leaves the chute, the rider's 
feet must be touching the horse 
where its neck and shoulders 
meet. If only one rider completes 
the eight-second ride, then the 
unclaimed purse is divided 
among the participating riders 
and is called ground money. 
Duby recently rode in the 'nr^il 



Tidewater Western Riders 26th 
Anniversary Shodeo. A shoedeo 
is a non-sanctioned rodeo held 
for amateur riders. Riding two 
out. of the three-day shodeo, 
Duby rode for eight seconds on 
his first ride but did not qualify 
for points because of the 
placement of his feet. On the 



second ride he was thrown after 
spraining his wrist. Despite these 
setbacks, Duby was able to make 
back his entrance fees in ground 
money. He looks for every op- 
portunity to ride. 

What now for Duby? Rest, 
heal and prepare to ride the end 
of the month in South Carolina.
